The Outlawry of War. 


THE Cause of Peace seems to be making fast headway, thanks 
largely to the initiative of the United States Government. With 
wise and sympathetic undérstanding of the greatest and most 
urgent need of the world at large, that great Power has formulated 
a Treaty which can scarcely fail to ensure a peaceful issue for any 
dispute that may arise between the nations subscribing to it. And 


jt is with no smal! gratification that we note how it fell to a fellow. 


Jew, Lord READING, in the House of Lords this week, to take a

evident anxiety to avoid War and to place itin a category of things 
epurned by Humanity, presents a strangely contrasting and infinitely 
more inspiring picture to the one which a few years ago occupied 
the canvas of history, when men regarded War as something that 
was inevitable and must not be resisted if virile patriotism was 
to be maintained. It is now seen that not War but Peace 
is the highest service that can be done to the State—the highest 
and the noblest because most surely fraught with all for 
which civilisation stands. Not that War will be entirely 
eliminated even if the American Treaty—or rather series of Treaties 
—becomes effectual. Because Treaties, while they are intended to 
be observed, can also be broken. Sometimes, as the world knew to 
its cost fourteen years ago, they can be treated as scraps of paper. 
So that when all the world has bound itself to the American pact, 
there will still be needed vigilant care constantly exercised so that 
the bond may be kept intact. But we are convinced that if that can 
be accomplished over one or two generations, War will become 
eliminated as a human element; and therein lies the real and true 
value of the American proposal. If we have not yet reached the 
prophetic period of the beating of swords into ploughshares and 
spears into pruning hooks, we have assuredly arrived ata time when 
that prospect opens before the eyes of mankind. Peace, in short, 
has become practical politics and not a mere ideal. And in our 
thankfulness let none of us relax our vigilance or, because we see 
Peace on the horizon, imagine that its light is over all the high 
heavens, Now indeed, whem the chances of world-peace are so rich,

No one 
better than Mr. GREEN could have been selected for the purpose, if 
only because he has throughout his ministerial career acted so well 
the part of liaison officer between the Jewish Community and those 
of the dominant faith. The Community accepts the compliment the 
Army has paid to it with the utmost gratification, 


“Back to the Synagogue. 


For some time past a Movement in America has been actively 
at work under this name. Its purpose, as its title signifies, is to 
induce a more general attendance at Synagogue. Wits have 
suggested that the effort was so denominated because it sought to 
engage those who had turned their backs on the Jewish places of 
worship. What success has attended the organisation we cannot 
say, but within the last few weeks there has been a strange and 
altogether unexpected development of the Movement extraneously. 
{t appears that in New York there is a particularly fashionable 
“ Community" Church in which the doctrines of Christianity are 
considerably modified, although the chief tenets are maintained. 
in its membership it contains a large number of Jews who, feeling 
little kinship for their fellow-Jews, prefer to rub shoulders with 
smart non-Jews. Imagine their surprise when, at a recent service, 
the Minister of this Church devoted himself to showing, 
evidently for the benefit of his Jewish congregants, the vast 
superiority of Judaism over any other faith! Morally, spiritually, | 
ethically, socially, he contended Judaism was supreme, and 
although some of its merits were also characteristic of Christianity, 
it could not be said that they appeared in that faith save 
to a certain extent. The sermon was surely open to argument 
by Christians, but the Jews to whom it was addressed can have 
read into it but one message. It told them how foolish they had 
been to leave the Synagogue, and urged them to return to the fold 
they had abandoned. It is, we believe, unique fot aChristian Minister 
thus to try to lead Jews back to their faith. As we have to deplore so 
often, and in this very week, it is the contrary process that is 
usually found to be at work. But then there is no reason why 
there should not be reached a saturation point of too many Jews in 
a “Community’ Church, as in any other social entity large or

Current Topics. 


By Mentor. 


HE congregation of the Great Synagogue in Manchester owed 
a great deal, it would seem, to their late Minister, Rabbi 
Dr. B. Salomon. It is not surprising, having regard to a 
habit or tendency in that direction, that they sought to 
make somé post-obit repayment by a crowded and gorgeous funeral. 
J have expressed surprise that they did not provide Dr. Salomon with 
a pension some years before he died, and that they allowed a Minister 
to carry on the onerous duties that fell to him, into past his 
eightieth year. But I confess that I should not have been surprised 
had I known the whole of the circumstances. For I now under- 
stand that not only did this Congregation not provide Dr. Salomon 
with a pension, but they never supplied him with even a salary 
worth talking about. I amcredibly informed that his remuneration 
did not at any time exceed that which is ordinarily accorded to a 
first-class clerk in any City office, and that he managed to endure 
with that income only because he was possessed of some private 
means, and by dint of an economy that must have been as galling 
in spirit as it was extravagant in time. Jecause it takes no 
end of time to watch narrowly every little bit of expenditure and 
to shape one’s every moment of existence on a slender margin 
between deficit and hardly enough. 


My object in adverting to this matter is not to reproach but to 
ask the good people of this Congregation to bethink themselves. I 
would urge them to consider the importance of the position occupied 
by their Congregation. It is the leading Congregation in the 
leading Provincial centre of Great Britain. It ought to exercise 
a great influence, not alone upon Manchester Jewry, but over a 
much wider sphere. And it cannot do so unless it has a 
spiritual leader who can adequately and worthily fill. the post. 
This in turn cannot be obtained upon such a salary as was given 
to the late Minister, nor upon anything like it. Nor can it be 
accomplished if the Minister isselected on the principle of © daddle- 
do.” A mere filling of the position, by a mere “ white-chokered” 
reverend will not do. The Minister should be a man of !carning 
of ability, of outstanding personality—an exceptional man for an 
exceptional position. Such a man will not take the post for a 
twopenny-halfpenny salary ;and I sincerely hope that there will not 
be a repetition of what seems to me the very mean processof taking 
advantage of a man’s private means (if a possible successor should 
possess them) in order to save the pockets of the Congregation. 
| have not the least doubt that the members of the Manchester 
(ireat Synagogue will resent what I say which they will deem 
outside interference in its affairs. But on the one hand, it just so 
happens that Manchester and this Synagogue have large claims 
‘pon my personal consideration, and on the other, it is ridiculous 
tor a Congregation like this to think that what it does or leaves 
ndone is of no concern to the rest of the Community, It is of the 
tmost importance ; and [ therefore hope that when the time comes, 
as it must now soon come, to appoint a successor to the late Rabbi, 
‘he members of the Congregation will see to it that the salary 
ttached to the office shall be such as to induce the best available 
en to apply for the position, and to ensure for the one who is 
iosen, a life free.from the carking worries whichare inevitable in 
au underpaid ministerial office, 


kk NOM time to time, attention has been directed to the shortcomings 

of servants of some of our institutions. I have more 
an once alluded to this very painful topic, and I have shown 
uow time after time recently the funds of institutions have been 
husapplied by defalcating officials.

The Executive Committee recommend the Council to resolve that the 


following amendments be passed : Section 9, line 12, add after “‘ paid’ the 
words “ by and.”’. Delete 2) per cent. and insert 3 per cent. Paragraph (9) 


provides. that when a Minister reaches pensionable age, and if there are 
exceptional circumstances, the Council may, upon the application of the 
member, pay a lump sum not exceeding the actuarial value of the annuity 


or the amount of the premiums paid by and in respect of him with interest. 


at the rate of 24 per cent. The interest is increased to 3 per cent., and the 
words added are intended to emphasise that contributions, whether by the 
minister or by the congregation, shall be taken into account. Delete Section 11 
and msert new section, as follows : In the event of a member being com pelled 
by reason of incapacity to retire before reaching the age of 65 vears, the Council 
will pay to him an annual pension for bis life of such amount as shall be 
certified by an actuary approved by the Council equal to the premiums paid 
hy and in respect of him, with interest on the same at the rate of 3 per cent, 
per annum from the date of payment thereof ; provided that the Council may, 
upon the application of a member, having regard to his state of health or other 
exceptional circumstances, grant him in lieu of the annuity to which he is 
entitled, a lamp sum (payable in such manner and in such instalments as 
the Council may determine), not exceeding the actuarial value of the annuity 
to which he is entitled. In the event of a member dying before becoming 
‘ntitied to a pension, the Council shall pay to his widow or next of kin, as 
the case may be, a sum payable in such manner and in such instalments as 
the Council may determine, equal to the premiums paid by and in respect of 
him, with interest on the same at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum from the 
date of payment. 

When the Executive Committee took up the reference of the Council, 
the possibility of an appeal to the community for the widows and orphans 
pension fund, referred to above, was already receiving the attention of the 
President, and in order not to prejudice that appeal, they resolved to invite 
Major H. L. Nathan to undertake to form a small Committee to make the 
appeal for a Scholarship at the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, under the 
#8 of the Council of the Jewish War Memorial. Owing to his other com- 
mutments Major Nathan could not accept their invitation and advised the 
Executive Committee to place the matter before the Friends of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem.

Dr. Satts Daicues protested against the last speech, saying that the 
individual views of Dr. Klausner or any other gentleman had nothing to 
do with them. 

Sir Ropert WaLey Conen said that after the Ministers’ Appeal they 
ought, he thought, to go ahead with the other matter. He would like to 
assure Mr. Cohen that the Executive Committee did recognise the desire 
of the Council and their own desire to go ahead with the matter, and they 
were quite rea ly to do 80 48 SOON as the other apperl was out of the way.

A “HUSH” MEETING, 


It would be interesting to the public (writes the Editor in yesterday's 
Jewish World) to know authoritatively the inner meaning of the proceedings 
at the meeting last week of the Central Committee for Jewish Education in 
connection with the War Memorial. Why was the Press excluded ? What 
business was forward which it was undesirable the public should be made 
acquainted with? I, of course, know no more than anyone else, but it is 
impossible to prevent rumours buzzing around in such circumstances. And 
Lam credibly informed that the meeting was held mainly because the Chief 
Rabbi desired to obtain suppression of the publication of a paper read by 
Professor ts} at. the recent conference at Manchester. lf that is 80, 
then I can quite understand the exclusion of the Press, for it just rounded 
off meely the deplorable nature of the proceedings. Dr. Hertz should be 
the last to endeavour to quash Opinion, particularly of & an like Professor 
Brodetsky, not only because he knows the damage that has been done by 
that sort of thing in the past, but because he was only the other day loudly 
and bitterly protesting against the mere editing of his own views. It Is a 
aad sign of cowardly retrogression when it is sought to suppress views that 
do not happen to accord with those conventionally held. It moreover looks 
as if the Chief Rabbi is not very sure about his own opinions when he trices 
to burke views to which he ts opposed. And. in any case, the proceedinys 
were absurdly futile, because the paper has been published and can be re- 

. published verbatim. ‘The imprimatur of the Committee will not make a 
farthing s-worth of difference one way or the other, and there are other 
arencies quite as effectual by which it can be given to the public. What 
l have said is, | would repeat, on the assumption that the rumour I have 
mentioned concerning the “ hush’ meeting is correct. If it is not, then I 
submit that I have given an excellent example of the folly of holding such 
gatherings in connection with public institutions,

From Professor SELIG BRODETSKY. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I would like to draw the attention of your readers to the 
remarkable way in which the Executive of the Jewish War Memorial 
has dealt with the question of endowing scholarships at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem. It is now, I think, about eight years 
bince the proposal to endow some scholarships for Jewish students 
from England who may desire to proceed to the University of 
Jerusalem, was brought to the notice of the Jewish War Memorial. 
The principle was agreed to, but over and over again the Executive 
of the Jewish War Memorial has shelved the question. The ever 
recurring excuse of lack of funds has been used in order'to justify 
the Executive in not carrying out this decision, in spite of the 
widely expressed wish on the part of supporters of the Jewish War 
Memorial, that at least this step should be taken in order to link 
up Anglo-Jewry with the great institution on Mount Scopus. 

The final decision just arrived at by the Executive and Council of 
the Jewish War Memorial, is almost a deliberate affront to all those 
who consider the re-birth of Jewish life in Palestine to be one of the 
most important factors in Jewish educational influence all over the 
world. The Executive has proposed, and the Council has agreed, 
that the Jewish War Memorial take no steps whatever in the matter. 
The request to the friends of the Hebrew University to take up the 
proposal, is a gratuitous interference on the part of the Jewish War 
Memorial in the affairs of this society, 

I think I am expressing the views of a very large section of 
Anglo-Jewry, when I protest most vigorously against this decision. 
Ihave no doubt that my protest will have no practical effect, but I 
think it is incumbent upon all of us not to allow such acts to pass, 
without making our opinions heard and protesting strongly against

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, who had come te help them in the cause. Enylist 
girls in this country, said Sir Edward, were pretty well able to stand up 
for themselves. They had their votes, they were able to compete with men 
in various Occupations and to stand up for their own rights. The Govern. 
ment of their country—the greatest, the most powerful and the most )u-' 
and tolerant which the world had ever known—was ready to help its women, 
and also its men. Sir Edward referred to countries where even to-diy 
women were regarded as mere chattels, and expressed the hope that th 
Association would succeed in collecting the funds it required for carry) 
on its good work and stamping out a most baneful traffic from their mist. 


The Home Secretary. 

The Home Secretary, responding to the toast, said it was well t)\' 
the health of the Government should be a matter of concern to all the loys! 
subjects of His Majesty. ‘There were a thousand and one matters wl h 
were in the hands of the Government, but which were entirely dissociated 
from ordinary party political questions. Such a one was that which they 
were gathered together to help forward. “‘ Your great Association.” said 
the Home Secretary, “for the befriending of women and the protection of 
girls and women in connection with your great community is a matter hich 
is of primary importance to the Government of our country. Some people 
have said to me, ‘ After all, the Government is not concerned with the mor! 
questions that affect the life of the community.’ I entirely deny that. A"\v 
Government which put: on one side the great moral questions which are" 
the lives of the people of the land is deliberately divorcing itself from o"° 
of the most important spheres of activity and spheres of duty which a Go\ ern: 
ment ought’to undertake. For the time being we are undoubtedly respons!!!” 
for seeing so far as we can that there is no incentive to immorality of any 
kind—I am speaking in the widest term: ; that all those who commit crimes 
against the State shall be dealt with by the State, and more, I think, than 
that, that every possible agency should be encouraged which prevents the 
increase of crime or the increase of immorality of any kind in this country: 
It was because the Association was working on that side of what he might 
call the government of the country, that he was there to express his thanks 
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for all that the Association had done in the past and his wishes for its success 
i» futere work, “* Your community is well known and has been well known 
throughout the centuries for ita social work, for its generosity and, more 
important than that, for the personal service which you yourselves from time 
to time give in the great work of this and other kindred Associations, Your 
work is preventive, trying to prevent those causes of distress which lead 
«) much to crime and immorality throughout our land. You help and try 
to help all the deserving cases with which you com: into contact, and however 
much vou may do in the way of prevention I am afraid, as your Home Secre- 
tarv. | am bound to admit that in this imperfect world of ours there will 
always be room for the work of reformation. We must seek the help of 
bodies like your great Association to deal with those who have fallen by the 
way: men who have fallen in the struggle for life; girls and women and 
children who have fallen very largely through their environment and many 
of them through no fault of their own. I welcome your Association to-night 
very much, because from the work you are doing you are forming and 
improving public opinion throughout the land. You are doing your utmost, 
possibly without knowing it individually, in favour of various social reforms. 
The Montefiore Home is an industrial school certified by myself, certified 
as efficient and, I am glad to say, with a very high standard of efficiency. 
if | may put it this way, the industrial schools of the land, all of which are 
under the Home Secretary, may be divided into different grades—those 
which give me trouble and those which don't. Yours is one which gives 
me no trouble.” The Industrial School for Boys and the Reformatory 
School for Boys, not, he admitted, directly under their Association, but 
managed and supported by their community down at Hayes, were doing 
extraordinarily good work for the community and the country. The Jewish 
community had now provided them with a woman Probation Officer in the 
person of Miss Rosenthal, who visited the Courts in London, who was highly 
successful and who dealt principally with those of their own community 
who came before the magistrates. Referring to the White Slave Traffic, 
the Home Secretary said that he was glad that they in their great Association 
were dealing with the evil. He was glad to be able to say that the traffic 
was practically stamped out in this country and no longer would the public 
conscience tolerate such a thing as the White Slave Traffic in their midst. 
He thanked them for the representative whom they sent out to Geneva and 
for the work which they had done in elucidating facts and informing the 
conscience of Europe as a whole in this matter. Surely it could not be much 
longer that the civilised world would tolerate an infamy of this kind. The 
evil must be stamped out and this blet on their civilisation must be finally 
removed. They had done much towards that aim and were continuing to 
do much, and he wished their great Association and their community every 
prosperity and success in the laudable work which they had undertaken. 


Viscountess Bearsted. 

LADY BEARSTED said it was perhaps not inappropriate that she, as a 
woman, should appeal to them for that great unhappy sisterhood of theirs 
who, whether by grievous weakness or sin, or by force of circumstances which 
had proved too hard for them, were suffering in a condition which was a blot 
on modern civilisation. In 1885 there was no Jewish Organisation for 
dealing with this problem. To the eyes of that devoted band of workers, 
to whom the Association owell its inception, was shown a state of afiairs 
which shocked and amazed them. It roused in the hearts and minds of those 
who heard a determination that this blot on their race, this stain on a religion 
which held purity of high account, should be wiped out, and that the good 
name of Judaism with regard to morality should be prove-b al among all 
nations ; indeed, a pillar of fire by night and a pillar of smoke by day. In 
1885, therefore, they started in the form of a small Refugeand Rescue Home, 
the beginnings of what was now an Organisation of world-wide importance, 
recognised by all public authorities, Government offices and social workers. 
Lady Bearsted stressed the protective and preventive activities of the Asso- 
ciation, which, she said, had no less than eight branches, each of which in 
the ordinary way would be a separate society in itself, but all of which were 
linked up and affiliated into one great body. After describing the work of 
the various homes and hostels, she referred to that most important branch 
which protected those Jewish girls who were travelling alone. There was 
practically no journey from any part of the world where thetraveller could 
not be met at certain stages and her movements supervised until she even- 
tually arrived at her destination. But their self-imposed duties did not 
‘nd here, for, if there seemed any cause for uneasiness, inquiries were put 
in hand as to the respectability of the home or business to which the traveller 
vas proceeding. These, surely, were preventive measures of the highest and 
best kind, and well worthy of their support.. The knowledge that the work 
of the Association was respected throughout the world—the evidence of 
which was most apparent in the fact of its election as one of the Assessors 
to the Advisory Committee of the League of Nations on the traffic in Women 
and Children—should, indeed, be a spur to yet further efforts. They knew 
that they had done much, but how much more they knew that they could 
do if only sufficient funds were forthcoming. Their aims were large and 
widespread. They saw the work which was waiting for them—indeed, 
clamouring for them—and it was heart-rending to have to hold back for lack 
vr money, 

Dr. Montefiore. 

Ur. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE, replying to the toast of the Association, said 
that their Association rested upon a large basis of support. In their varied 
work they received grants in aid from local authorities and from at least 
‘so departments of the State. Their relations with the Home Office were 
not merely confined to receiving money. They also got much sympathetic 
advice and help. That was one reason why they wereso proud to have had the 
support of the Home Secretary that evening. In addition to subventions 
‘rom public authorities, he wished gratefully to acknowledge that the Jewish 
‘onimunity gave them year by year a large number of regular subscriptions 
ond donations. And still the justified cry came up from many experienced 
workers for further expenditure. More money would mean fuller pre- 
\ention; both in England and abroad they could increase the chances of 
keeping girls straight and pure. 

~ ts it I who ask you to carry on the the work of the Association ?”’ said 
Mr, MONTEFIORE. “Is it not rather your sisters who ask you? Is it not 
they who plead with you women, saying save us, and help us that we fall 
not by the way. You women whe live in sheltered or adequate homes, and 
know not the temptations of the poor and the badly housed, will you not 
‘member us in our difficulties and our wearinesses ? Will you not sell and 
‘acrifice some pearls and diamonds so that we may not have to sell and 
tacritice our bodies in shame and in corruption ?

CHAZANUT AT THE FESTIVAL. 

Considerable interest has naturally centred round the class for 
professional Chazanim in the Sacred Music Division. When this class 
was first announced there was a certain amount of anxiety on the part 
of afew people interested in the profession of Chazanut, who discussed 
with me the necessity of making clear and emphasising the fact that 
the Music Festival is a serious educational endeavour, and that this 
particular class has been organised with a reverent desire to create a 
higher standard of Chazanut and to afford Chazanim the invaluable oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with further technical developments of 
their profession. 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire has given careful consideration 
to this question, and has pointed out that there must be no confusion of 
this proyect with the materialistic abuse of Chazanut on concert platforms 
for mere gain—a state of affairs which we all deplore and resist. Quite 
apart from the other important qualifications necessary in a Chazan, 
there can be no doubt that sheer musical technique and vocal ability form 
a most serious factor in producing in our Synagogue Services that element 
which so elevates and conduces to the spirit of religious devotion for which 
they are held. The best and only the best must be given in the service 
of the Synagogue, and this applies to music equally as to architectu:e and 
homiletics. 

t is evident that only some such organisation as the Jewish Chronicle 
Music Festival could afford the incentive and impetus and could provide the 
opportunities necessary for the raising of the standard of Chazanut. The 
word “Competition” must be used in a very restricted sense when 
applied to this class. Those who enter are striving not only to teach, 
but to learn from their fellow-competitors, with the object of 
making more beautiful and therefore more truly Jewish our Synagogue 
Services. Whatever each or every Chazan knows of Chazanu’, whatever 
point of technique he has discovered which shows more clearly the true 
beautylof traditional rendering, this technical advance must not be kept 
selfishly asa piece of stock in trade to be exhibited only for self-glory, 
bat should be contributed to the general art of Chazaiut, should be given 
to the community as a spiritual gift. 

Through the Chazanut class in the Festival, many hidden 
beauties in our traditional music will be revealed and, more 
important still, will be shared by the large numbers interested in 
Chasanut who are attending that class of the Festival. Nothing 
but good should accrue, he said, asa result of such a class and he hoped 
that Chazanim would freely give of their best in interpretive art, so that 
the sum of technical education collected at the Festival may be a very 
valuable asset to the beautifying of our Traditional Services and may 
encourage Chazanim to realise the inexhaustible inspiration derivable 
from our Synagogue music.

Gooseberry Mould. 
Gooseberries. 1 Seed pearl tapioca, i oz. 
Sugar. Water, 14 pints 


Tor and tail the cooseberries and cook in half a pint of water until 
quite soft. Pour the rest of the water over the tapioca and let it stand 
while the gooseberries are cooking. When the latter are quite soft rub 
through a sieve. Then mix with the soaked tapioca, sweeten to taste, 
and simmer gentiy until the tapioca is quite clear (about half an hour), 
keeping it well stirred. Pour into a wet mould and when cold turn out 
and serve with boiled custard or cream.

Baked Gooseberry Pudding. 

Gooseberries, 1 ib. sreadcrumbs, 4 |b. 

Sugar, 4 oz Water, 4 pint. 

Margarine, 1 oz 

TOP and tail the gooseberries. Put the sugar and water into a sance- 

pan, stir till boiling, then put in the gooscberries and cook gently until 
they are tender. Thickly grease a fireproof dish, put in half the bread 
crumbs, pour in the stewed gooseberries and cover with the rest of the 
Crumbs, Put the rest of the margarine over the top and bake in a 
moderate oven about half an hour. : 


Gooseberry Meringue. 


C,ooseberries, 1 lb. Sugar, 4 oz. 
Margarine, 2 oz. 3 eggs. 
Breadcrambs, 1 oz. Essence of vanilla 


TOP and tail the gooseberries;: melt the margarine in a saucepan, add 
the gooseberries and sugar and 2 tablespoonfuls of water. Simmer gently 
until the fruit is a thick pulp then add the crumbs. 

Separate the yolks and whites of the eggs, beat up the yolks lightly 
and add to the gooseberry mixture. Turn into a greased fireproof dish 
and bake in a moderate oven 20-30 minutes (until itis set). Beat up the 
whites of the eggs to a very stiff froth, stir in about 3 tablespoonfuls of 
castor sugar, heap up this meringue on top of the pudding. Bake in a cool 
oven until the meringue is a pale biscuit colour. 


Open Gooseberry Tart. 


Gooseberries, 1 lb Water 4 pint. 
Cornflour, 1 tablespoonful. Shortcrust 
Sugar. Yolks of 2 eggs. 


MAKE an open tart with shortcrust, bake 15 to 20 minutes, then fill 
with the following gooseberry mixture. 

btew the gooseberries with the water and sugar to taste until tender. 
Then mix the cornflour with a little cold water, add to the gooseberries 
and simmer for 5 minutes, stirring all the time, Remove from the fire. 
cool somewhat, then stir in the lightly beaten yolks of the eggs. Fill the 
pastry case with this mixture and return to a moderate oven until set.

Jewish Conversion. 


CLAIMS OF MISSIONARIES. 

The Church Missions to Jews (known as the London Society for 
Promoting Christianity among the Jews) held a series of gatherings last 
week in connection with their one hundred and twentieth anniversary. 
The Rev. C. Gill, the Secretary, read the report of the year, in which 1 
is saii: Dr. John Mott, speaking at Swanwick, stated “I can announce 
the Jewish as one of the most widely open doors.” The mission station 
all over the world, adds the report, bears testimony to the fact that Jewry is 
on the move. In Palestine, it is alleged, the Church at Jaffa is regularly filled 
to overflowing with Jews; in Persia the numbers of enquirers, of those 
under instruction, and even of baptisms are unequalled in our days; '" 
Eastern Europe, where our new Warsaw buildings are now completed— 
though not completely paid for—the mission hall is regularly well filled. 
The Bishop of Salisbury, Chairman of the Missionary Council, said that 
there was no doubt that the Church as a whole was cold about this work. 
People had despaired about converting the Jews; that very largely was 
she reason why they had neglected the work, 
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United Synagogue.

The CHAIRMAN paid a tribute to the work of the Revs. A. hatz 
and H. Mayerowitsch, Mr. Dainow, the Secretary, pre. tem., Mr. 
Rosenthal, the Senior Beadle and his assistants. The synagogue 
had been fortunate in securing the services of Mr. David Levine as 
Choirmaster. Although the choir was not yet quite up to standard 
they hoped that it would become one of the foremost synagogue 
choirs not only in the Metropolis but in the whole of England. The 
Friday evening services still continued to attract large congregations, 
more especially young people. Dr. Feldman then proceeded to move “that 
in the opinion of the seatholders immediate steps be taken to appoint a 
Junior Minister and a Secretary.” He said that while they ha! large 
congregations coming to them on Friday evenings, a great opportunity 
was being missed when they did not have somebody to occupy the pulpit. 
They could no longer expect the Chief Rabbi, who was still their minister, 
to give them the services they required, while he still had a hundred and 
one different duties to perform elsewhere. There was an enormous 
amount of work to do for a junior minister, not only for their own members 
and the hosts of people that came to their synagogue, but also for the 
many families that resided within the radius of the Great Synagogue.

J. Mendelowitch, C. M. Shaw, M. Cash and G. A. Coben.

After some further discussion, Messrs. Fenton and Isaacs expressed 
their intention of withdrawing from the delegation, and the Chairman 
declared the next two candidates on the list, Messrs. M. Fels and I.

tative was deeply regretted by the Board of Management. The con, 
gation had lost a number of valued workers during the year, includjiy. 
Mr. Louis Benjamin, Lord Swaythling, Mr. 5. J. Solomon, R.A., and Mr. 
Ernest Morley. He thanked his colleague, Mr. Lesser, for the suppor 
he had given him during the year. They entirely dissociated themselv: ‘, 
concluded Sir Meyer, from the views expressed by Mr. Schwarzschild iy 
a letter that that gentleman had circulated among the members on t!:. 
eve of the election. 

Mr. Ernest Lesser seconded the motion and the report and balan 
sheet were adopted. 

In appreciation of her activities on behalf of the synagogue, MW) ,, 
S. H. Emanuel was the recipient of a photograph of the building from 
the Board of Management. 

Mr. Gollin moved, and Dr, A. Eichholz seconded, a vote of thank. t, 
the Wardens and Board of Management for their work during the year. 

Dr. G. Spero then raised the question of the resignation of Mr. Percy 
Schwarzchild from the post of Financial Representative. He said that 
in all fairness the members of the Synagogue should be given the reasons 
why that gentleman had resigned. 7 ' 

Mr. Lesser, in reply, said that at a meeting of the Board of Manag 
ment held a few months ago, a special committee was formed to consid 
the forthcoming Jubilee of the foundation of the Synagogue. At that 
meeting asuggestion was made by Mr. Frapk Benjamin that something 
should be done for the Social Service League and its work in East Stepney, 
and that Dr. Eichholiz be invited to atteud forthe purposes of consultation. 
The Board in no way pledged themsclves to carry out any su¢gestions 
offered. Mr. Schwarzschild took exception to Dr. Eichholz being inv ted 
to the meeting. Mr. Lesser added that the Board only expressed a desire 
to hear what Dr. Eichholz had to say on the matter. On a division being 
taken as to whether Dr. Eichholz be invited or not, Mr. Schwarzschild 
was the only dissentient, and he sent in his resignation. The Board tried 
to get bim to withdraw the decision he had come to, but without success. 
He (Mr. Lesser) was still surprised that Mr. Schwarzschild should have 
thought it necessary to take the action he did. His letter circulated on 
the eve of the election gave an entirely wrong impression of the facts. 

Mr. Percy Schwarzschild said that at the meeting of the Board 
referred to by Mr. Lesser, Mr. Benjamin brought forward a resolution 
proposing to endow institutions in East Stepney in celebration of the 
Jubilee of the Synagogue. As the proposal was not on the agenda, he 
(Mr. Schwarzschild) raised a point of order that a notice of motion should 
have been given. ‘That point of order, however, was not allowed. Afte: 
his resignation had been tendered to the Board, he was asked 
to reconsider his decision. In a letter he offered to withdraw 
his resignation provided the resolution was rescinded. His letter 
was, however, withheld from the Board. Mr. Schwarzschild added 
that he had pointed out that Dr. Eichholz had referred to Jewish 
Religious Education, and reminded him that the pirents of Mrs. Eichhoiz 
had founded the only Jewish school in the neighbourhood which, with 
other local institutions, were being closed down through lack of support. 
When he (Mr. Schwarzschild) had appealed to the Social Service League 
of their own Synagogue to work for the Notting Hill district, he had met 
with opposition. It was not the first time that he had experienced 
discourtesy at meetings of the Board of Management. On one occasicn 


he had voted on a matter of religion, at a meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue, following which he received a four-page letter from 
the Wardens criticising his actions. To that letter he had replied, but at 
the next meeting of the Board, the four-page letter of complaint was read, 
but his letter of reply was suppressed. He could not help thinking thatthe 
majority of seatholders would consider such action as un-English and un. 
Jewish. Whatever the result of that election, said Mr: Schwarzschild, 
in conclusion, he would continue his attachment to, and interest in, the 
synagogue. 
Sir Meyer Spielman Resigns. 

Immediately upon the declaration of the poll, Sir Meyer Spelman 
rose and tendered his resignation as Warden. He said that he could not 
possibly work with Mr. Schwarzschild after the experience they had had. 
Through sending out that letter on the eve of the election Mr. Schwarz- 
schild had given the members of the Board no opportunity of defending 
themselves. Sir Meyer denied that there was a point of order raised at 
the meeting of the Board. They were simply discussing a matter con. 
nected with the jubilee of the Synagogue which was not on the agenda, 
He did not withhold any letter sent to the Board. 

Mr. Frank D. Benjamin said he would not serve as a member o! the 
Board with Mr. Schwarzschild. 

The Chairman described the remarks of Mr. Schwarzschild as av 
unfair attack on the members of the Board. He would not be prepared 
to work with a man who behaved in such a manner. ) 

Very great regret was expressed by Mr. Elkan Adler at the action of 
Mr. Schwarzschild. He declined to serve as a member of the Board of 
Management if Mr. Schwarzschild was the Warden. 

Dr. G. E. Spero said that they must abide by the decision of the 
seatholders. In accordance with the result of the poll, Mr. Schwa: zschild 
had been elected Warden by a majority of votes. 

Dr. Dennis Geffen condemued Mr. Schwarzschild’'s action, and hoped 
Sir Meyer Spielman would reconsider his decision. Personalities should 
be dropped, he said; it was the welfare of the Synagogue they had to 
consider. He suggested that a small committee be set up to consider 4 
solution of the impasse, and that Mr. Schwarzschild's resignation be 
placed in their hands in the meantime. 

Sir Meyer said thai he could not accopt the suggestion of a sub- 
com mittee. 

Mr. Hymn Isaacs expressed the opinion that the Synagogue would 
suffer inordinately by the controversy. The only possible solution would 
be for Mr. Schwarzschild to pub his resignation in their hands. 

Mr. Frank Rossdale said he was willing to retire from the position of 
Financial Representative in favour of Mr. Schwarzschild, He appealed 
to Sir Meyer to reconsider his decision te resiga, 
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Mr. Horace Cohen asked the Chairman whether in the event of Mr. 
Rossdale retiring from the position of Financial Representative in favour 
of Mr. Schwarzschild, he (Sir Meyer) would remain in office. 

The reply of the Chairman was.that he would not work with Mr. 
Schwarzschild, 

Mr. Gollin proposed and Dr. Eichholz seconded thatthe meeting be 
adjourned for the purposes of reconsidering the position. Mr. Hyman 
Isaacs supported the adjournment. 

Mr. Frank Benjamin said there was po purpose in an adjournment, 
The only solution was for Mr. Schwarzschild to resign. 

This Mr. Schwarzschild refused todo. He added that there was a 
want of courtesy towards him at the Board meeting. 

Mr. Benjamin said that Mr. Sechwarzschild’s letter was full of 
inaccuracies, and that his action in resigning from the position of financial 
Representative was 

Mr. Schwarzschild said that his action was exact'y the same as Mr.

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About Books. 


Memoirs. 

“Some LETTERS FROM A MAN OF NO IMPORTANCE, 1395-1914" (Jonathan 
Cape, 10s. 64.) form part of the outcome of a mutual promise. The 
writer agreed with a friend who was transferring his home to France that 
they would keep one another posted as to current events of intcrest inthe 
two capitals. The book contains several references to Jews, but the 
author has evidently his own peculiar likes and dislikes. There is @ 
kindly allusion to Leopold de Rothschild, who is described as showering 
gifts on his countless friends to such an extent that there can be little 
left of the £10,000 stakes he won at Newmarket with St. Frusquin. But 
Leopold rejoiced more in the winning than in the money (July Ith, 1899). 

The Sassoons are also mentioned in quite a friendly and appreciative 
strain. It is acknowledged that a lot of people will sorely miss old 
Arthur Sassoon. It is asign of the times that a Baghdad merchant (the 
Sassoons were all and always most honourable merchants) should within 
twenty-five years of his arrival in iingland in native costume blossom 
into ‘a man of fashion " and become quite ‘a tolerable sportsman, How 
lovely Mrs. Arthur was-—and still is; from an artist's point of view the 
drawing of her features is said to be absolutely faultless. 
ever have made many 
enemy (March 15th, 1912). 

The Bischoffsheims. however, do not seem to have made a favourable 
impression upon the writer of these letters. Mention is made of the 
£100,000 given to charities by the Bischoffsheims to celebrate their 
Golden Wedding. The author “ believes” that kindness of heart prompted 
this munificent donation just as much as any thirst for réclame. Again, 
he “believes” that King Edward went once to Bute House as Prince of 
Wales and was regaled with a TParis-imported entertainment. The 
hostess, Mrs. Bi-choffsheim, had not made herself acquainted with all 
the details of it, and there was a picture which included scenes from the 
Gospel! story culminating in Calvary; “very artistic, but very inappro- 
priate” (November 25th, 1906). 

The letter which recalls the will of Mrs. Lewis-Hill is not only very 
unkind, but judging from other sources of information, is also probably 
not quite fair comment. Mrs. Lewis-Hill, alias widow of Sam Lewis, 
the money-lender, he writes, leaves a million for charitable purposes. 
How many of us, he continues, who borrowed from Sam at the easy rate 
of sixty per cent, have sadly subscribed to this munificent bequest. 
Mrs. Sam was a good-hearted soul, witha face which she painted pale 
blue, but one cannot help thinking that if ghosts really walk, the ghost of 
(ueen Victoria would surely have stalked through Buckingham Palac» to 
protest mutely against the “relict ” of a rapacious usurer being presented 
at Court. There was an occasion, he adds, when Sam Lewis practically 
owned the three favourites far the Derby, as their owners were all up to 
their eves in debt to him (October, 1906). 

Another example of tbe author's sub-conscious dislikeof certain Jews 
is furnished by his reference to the illness of Sir John Millais, suffering 
from some affection of the throat, which the Jew Specialist,” Sit Felix 
hbemon, is tryimg to cure (February 20th, 1496). 

When hiog Edward had an attack of catarrh at Chatsworth, Semon 
was sont for. The writer wishes that another than a “Gcrman Jew” 
could minister to the British Sovereign in his ailments, as Felix Semon's 
naturalisation was only a direct consequence of his appointment as 
Physician Extraordinary. But he supposes Germans are very scientific 
and Jews are certainly very clever, and whatever is good for the King's 
health is good for the country’s welfare (January 9th, 1907). 

Baron de Hirsch is called a “ Jew Adventurer” (April 25th, 1596), and 
a “rather shifty Hebrew” (December 28th, 1905), but there does not 
appear to be any appreciation of the Baron's generous philanthropy. 

the author wonders why Lord Goschen so strongly objected to any 
Suggestion that he was of Jewish origin. He reealls the neat retort of 
“Dzzy” when he blandly reminded the Roman Catholic M.P., who 
twitted him with Judaism that the lady whom the Hon. Member's 
co-religionists venerated as the Crowned Queen of Heaven was herself a 
devout daughter of the Jewish faith (March 25th, 1907). 

the writer does not believe the story that Disraeli, when dying, 
refused an air-cushion with the remark, “Take away that emblem of 
mortality.” But he docs give credence to what he was told that 
Disracii’s old religion asserted itself at the last, and that his dying 
murmur was: “Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God, the Lord is One” 
(May, 1893). 

On the whole these “Letters” irritate nearly as much as they 
interest, and the average reader will be puzzled t»> decide whether the 
element of annoyance or pleasure predominates.

My DEAR COUSIN, 

More and more “the Wandering Jew” is becoming a legend. 
Throughout the centuries, and down to the year 1914, the Jew was one of 
the persistent wanderers on the face of the earth. No country anywhere 
but had its Jewish population, no town of any size but had its Jewish 
community. Yet, though the process of migration continued, there were 
central reservoirs of Jewish settlement. The first, in the mediwval age, 
was the country of the Two Rivers, which is now the Kingdom of Iraq. 
When the Jews were dispersed from thisterritory Spain became the prin- 
cipal centre of Jewish settlement; after the expulsion from the Iberian 
peninsula there was no predominant Jewish ‘population in aby one 
country foratime. The upheaval of the exodus from Spain was so great 
that it require] a period of years for some sort of equilibrium to be estab 
lished. Not till the eighteenth century did! another Jewish reservoir 
come into being, this time in Russian Poland. 

Throughout the nineteenth century the United States of America 
drew extensively for much-needed population on the countries of Europe, 
and especially of Eastern!Europe; and Jews from the Pale of Settlement 
furnished a goodly quota of the immigrants. It is no exaggeration to 
assert that American Jewry of to-day is overwhelmingly but one 
generation removed, or at most two, from immigrants from Europe. This 
is no judgment on United States Jewry; it is intended merely as a 
recital of a fact which has important bearings on probable future develop. 
ment. Between 1889 and 1914 nearly a million and a half Jews, forming 
ten per cent. of the total immigration, settled in the United States. Toa 
smaller extent Anglo-Jewry was similarly dependent for growth and 
expansion on foreign immigrants: the characteristic qualities of Anglo- 
Jewry to-day may be clearly traced to this primal cause. 

As long as the 'policy of the Open Door was operative, both in the 
United States and in our own country, the stream of migration of Jews 
from Eastern Europe continued apace. The United States needed popu- 
lation for its economic development, and it is admitted on all sides that 
the immigrant Jews contributed abundantly to that development. But 
with the opening of the present century the saturation point appeared to 
have been reached. New questions were being asked (and not only in 
America), as for instance: Is it a right of each human being to decide 
where he shall live? Shall countries which want no additions to their 
population from outside close their doors to all comers’? May they select 
immigrants on racial, political or economic grounds? The policy of the 
Open Door was succeeded by a policy of the Closed Door with strict 
scrutiny. The war and the post-war conditions established the new 
policy as the norm in the United States. The Immigration Bilis of 1921 
and 1924 respectively turned a country which hitherto held out great 
promise of settlement for Jews into one of almost entire exclusion, and 
the principal reisen alleged for the change was economic. It was feared 
that if immigrants were admitted into couctries where a comparatively 
high standard of living had been established, there might be a danger of 
the standard being lowered. Whether the argument be sound or not, it 
shapes policy at present, and not in the United States only, 


Side by side with the new attitude to inimigration in the United 
States is the new attitude also to those selected aliens who pass the 
exacting test of American immigration legislation. There is no denyins 
that the war gave an impetus throughout the world to the revival of 
nationalism. The Jews, too, were touched by the |wave, especially in 
Eastern Europs. Whether the awakening nationalism is a step forward 
or a step back, future historians will be in a better position to determine 
than contemporary onlookers. jut good or bad, the feeling is almost 
universal that complete assimilation of alien groups must follow their 
settlement. The policy is preached and practised in the United States 
to-day, and in this matter the United States are giving a lead to Europe. 
In earlier centuries alien groups were tolerated in many, if not all, 
countries. To-~lay national assimilation has taken the place of toleration. 
Even in France, where because of a declining population foreigners are 
welcomed, the problem of completely assimilat ing the foreigners is one 
that may be expected to receive close attention before long. 

How will the Jews be affected by the new tendencies? On the one 
band tbe possibilities of migration to lands where economic activities 
‘are available have become limited. The United States will admit only 
comparatively few Jews; Canadais more liberal, but the new attitude is 
growing there too; and the South American Republics no longer fling open 
their doors wide to all newcomers without scrutiny. Compensation may 
be found in a small measure in France, though the need of France is for 
agricultural workers. Even with the Open Door in France, it is clear 
that Jews will now tend to remain in the countries of their birth. That 
at once points to political, racial and economic conflicts in Poland, in 
Hungary, in Roumania. Even by itself this is a difficult problem, which 
will take years to solve. But it does not stand by itself; it is accompanied 
by that other tendency which in the United States expresses iteelf in the 
desire to make immigrants ‘‘ one hundred per cent. American.”’ 

In a word, whereas in the nineteenth century the Jew tended 
freely and of his own accord to assimilate, in the twentieth century 
é€xternal pressure will be brought to bear upon him to do so. It will bea 
conflict of no small magnitude, and who can say with certainty what the 
result will be? Look at Judaism in the United States, and consider its 
quality. Is it mot correct to assert that, taking into account the over- 
whelming number of Jews in that great country, Judaism tends to be 
“Liberal” or Reform? Of course, Orthodoxy is alive, but it is the 


Judaism of the minority, The question is not which is to be preferred, 


but rather which will be able to maintain itself. Old+fashioned orthodoxy 
is in conflict with modern life at many points; the Sabbath, a mighty

pillar of Orthodox Judaism. is but one. It hay be argued, of course, that 
constant conflict holds the promise of life; and some people are content 
with the prospect of an Orthodox Judaism carried on by Isaiah's “holy 
seed ” remnant which “shall be the stock thereof.” At best, this is not 
avery cheerful prospect. Ona the other hand, what sort of a Jewish life 
will develop under pressure of silent assimilative forces, such as litera 
ture, the daily Press, the cinema, noa-Jewish schools and universities, 
natural science, and business”

“Some LETTERS FROM A MAN OF No IMPORTANCE, 1395-1914" (Jonathan 
Cape, 10s. 64.) form part of the outcome of a mutual promise. The 
writer agreed with a friend who was transferring his home to France that 
they would keep one another posted as to current cvents of intcrest in the 
two capitals. The book contains several references to Jews, but the 
author has evidently his own peculiar likes and dislikes. There is a 
kindly allusion to Leopold de Rothschild, who is described as showering 
gifts on his countless friends to such an extent that there can be little 
left of the £10,000 stakes he won at Newmarket with St. Frusquin. But 
Leopold rejoiced more in the winning than in the money (July Ith, 1396). 

The Sassoons are also mentioned in quite a friendly and appreciative 
strain. It is acknowledged that a lot of people will sorely miss old 
Arthur Sassoon. It is a sign of the times that a Baghdad merchant (the 
Sassoons were all and always most honourable merchants) should within 
twenty-five years of his arrival in England in native costume blossom 
into “a man of fashion " and become quite ‘a tolerable sportsman.

' Throughout the nineteenth century the United States of America 
drew extensively for much-needed population on the countries of Europe, 
and especially of Eastern!}Europe; and Jews from the Pale of Settlement 
furnished a goodly quota of the immigrants. It is no exaggeration to 
assert that American Jewry of to-day is overwhelmingly but one 
generation removed, or at most two, from immigrants from Europe. This 
is no judgment on United States Jewry; it is intended merely as a 
recital of a fact which has important bearings on probable future develop- 
ment. Between 1889 and 1914 nearly a million and a half Jews, forming 


ten per cent. of the total immigration, settled in the United States. Toa. 


smaller extent Anglo-Jewry was similarly dependent for growth and 
expansion on foreign immigrants; the characteristic qualities of Anglo- 
Jewry to-day may be clearly traced to this primal cause. 

As long as the 'policy of the Open Door was operative, both in the 
United States and in our own country, the stream of migration of Jews 
from Eastern Europe continued apace. The United States needed popu- 
lation for its economic development, and it is admitted on all sides that 
the immigrant Jews contributed abundantly t> that development. But 
with the opening of the present century the saturation point appeared to 
have been reached. New questions were being asked (and not only in 
America), as for instance: Is it a right of each human being to decide 
where he shall live? Shall countries which want no additions to their 
population from outside close their doors to all comers? May they select 
immigrants on racial, political or economic grounds? The policy of the 
Open Door was succeeded by a policy of the Closed Door with strict 
scrutiny. The war and the post-war conditions established the new 
policy as the norm in the United States. The Immigration Bilis of 1921 
and 1924 respectively turned a country which hitherto held out great 
promise of settlement for Jews into one of almost entire exclusion, and 
the principal reisen alleged for the change was economic. It was feared 
that if immigrants were admitted into couctries where a comparatively 
high standard of living had been established, there might be a danger of 
the standard being lowered. Whether the argument be sound or not, it 
shapes policy at present, and not in the United States only. 


Side by side with the new attitude to immigration in the United 
States is the new attitude also to those selected aliens who pass the 
exacting test of American immigration legislation. There is no denying 
that the war gave an impetus throughout the world to the revival of 
nationalism. The Jews, too, were touched by the |wave, especially in 
Eastern Europs. Whether the awakening nationalism is a step forward 
or a step back, future historians will be in a better position to determine 
than contemporary onlookers. buat good or bad, the feeling is almost 
universal that complete assimilation of alien groups must follow their 
settlement. The policy is preached and practised in the United States 
to-day, and in this matter the United States are giving a lead to Europe. 
In earlier centuries alien groups were tolerated in many, if not all, 
countries. To-day national assimilation has taken the place of toleration. 
Even in France, where because of a declining population foreigners are 
welcomed, the problem of completely assimilating the foreigners is one 
that may be expected to receive close attention before long. 

How will the Jews be affected by the new tendencies? On the one 
hand the possibilities of migration to lands where economic activities 
‘are available have become limited. The United States will admit only 
comparatively few Jews; Canadais more liberal, but the new attitude is 
growing there too; and the South American Republics no longer fling open 
their doors wide to all newcomers without scrutiny. Compensation may 
be found in a small measure in France, though the need of France is for 
agricultural workers. Even with the Open Door in France, it is clear 
that Jews will now tend to remain in the countries of their birth. That 
at once points to political, racial and economic conflicts in Poland, in 
Hungary, in Roumania. Even by itself this is a difficult problem, which 
will take years to solve. But it does not stand by itself ; it is accompanied 
by that other tendency which in the United States expresses itcelf in the 
desire to make immigrants ‘‘ one hundred per cent. American.”’ 

In a word, whereas in the nineteenth century the Jew tended 


freely and of his own accord to assimilate, in the twentieth century 


éxternal pressure will be brought to bear upon him todoso. It will bea 
conflict of no small magnitude, and who can say with certainty what the 
result will be? Look at Judaism in the United States, and consider its 
quality. Is it not correct to assert that, taking into account the over- 
whelming number of Jews in that great country, Judaism tends to be 
“Liberal” or Reform? Of course, Orthodoxy. is alive, but it is the 
Judaism of the minority. The question is not which is to be preferred, 
but rather which will be able to maintain itself. Old+fashioned orthodoxy 
is in conflict with modern life at many points; the Sabbath, a mighty 
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pillar of Orthodox Judaism, is but one. It nay be argued, of course, that 
constant conflict holds the promise of life; and some people are content 
with the prospect of an Orthodox Judaism carried on by Isaiah's “holy 
seed ” remnant which “shall be the stock thereof.” At best, this is not 
avery cheerful prospect. Oa the other hand, what sort of a Jewish life 
will develop under pressure of silent assimilative forces, such as litera- 
ture, the daily Press, the cinema, non-Jewish schools and universities, 
natural science. and business”? 

We can already sce the line of growth in our own Community. Above 
all, Anglo-Jewry is becoming more and more ignorant of things Jewish, 
and that is fatal. Is it not significant that an adverse report on educa- 
tiona! progress Should be deliberately suppressed, so that the public may 
not realise how serious is the position? It is not an element of strength 
either that so many of our Ministers and Readers do not speak the purest 
of King’s English. The fact can easily be explained, and even explained 
away, as a symptom it cannot be overlooked, especial y from the point 
of view of onr children. We lack’alaity instructed in Jewish literature 
and Jewish hist: ry; it is axiomatic that without knowledge Judaism is 
doomed. We have no Hebrew printing presses in this country for the 
publication cf the Hebrew classies—say the Bible itself, not to mention 
the Talmud. Will any serious-minded person who cares for Anglo-Jewry 
deny:that the diaynosis of the Community recently published by Professor 
Brodetsky is not entirely true to fact ? 

Nor is it otherwi in other countries, even in those where not so long 
ago Orthodoxy was firmly rooted. The young people are, as it is termed, 
lax; Jewish observances are not maintained; and the newer generation 
is becoming less and less Jewish—in Poland,in Bessarabia, ia Roumania 
proper, and in Russia. lNassia is a Jewish problem by itself. On a large 
scale Kussia may be said to typify the general trend of the great Jewish 
question of the day in the Diaspora—Restricted Migration and Assimila- 
tion. What will itendin?’ How will it be solved ?

Sirn,—No one would deny the claim made by Mr. Philip Guedalia and 
the otber signatories to the letter which appears in the current number 
of THE JEWisn CHRONICLE, that “The Board of Deputies has a long 
tradition of fine work for our people both at home and abroad,” but one 
cannot admit that the Board is sufficiently representative of the consti- 
tuencies to justify the claim of comparison with Parliament. This is due 
no doubt to the method of election. To take a single instance, that of 
the Synagegue of which !amamember. There were five candidate on 
the nomination papersent out, but no indication of the policy for which they 
stood, and no machinery for ascertaining their views, except by direct 
approach—obviously an impossible means for the average voter. For 
Parliament, one does at any-rate choose from candidates with a label, 
and the label does in reality signify something (though an opponent might 
not admit it). 

Not until some means are devised for assuring similar knowledge in 
elections to our representative institutions, will it be possible to regard 
them as being satisfactorily representative, or to regard the Board of 
Deputies as the Parliament of Anglo-Jewry. 

If Mr. Philip Guedalla and the representatives of his calibre would make 
a start and deliver electioneering addresses and send out electioncering 
literature, it might become a tradition—nay a necessity-—to do so, to the 
advantage of the representatives, of the body they serve, and of the 
Community asa whole. Perhaps, in connection with the Board of 
Deputies, the start will be made in 1931.—I am, &c.,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tas Jewitsn CHRonIcce. 


“ So will I allure her and bring her to the wilderness and speak 
toher heart. And thence will I give her her vineyards and the 
valley of Achor for a door of hope,’—Hosea ti, 15. 

Hosea, from whose book our Haphtorah is taken, prophesied during 
the decadent days of the kingdom of Isracl. It was a period of change 
and confusion, of anarchy, murder and usurpation, that led finally to the 
fall of the kingdom and the exile of the ten tribes. “The Lord was very 
augry with Israel and removed them out of His sight. So Israel was 
carried out of their own land to Assyria untothisday.” They were tragic 
flays indeed, that must have been a source of grief and sorrow to any 
lover of his people. To one who was also a prophet of the Lord there was 
still greater cause for despondency. The northern kingdom had not only 
seceded from its allegiance to the house of David. It had emphasised 
its secession b faithlessness to the God of Israel. It had adopted 
the worship of Baal and Astarte with all its accompanying vice 
and immorality. Hosea pictures Israel as a faithless wife, reckless 
in her infidelity. Yet, when he has drawn his picture in scathing and in 
burning words, when he has foretold the fate of the faithless woman, 
deserted by her false lovers, he is moved not only to pity but to a new 
genticness and love. The Divine love so far transcends all human con- 
ceptions that, though scorned and forgotten, it can bé re-awakened in all 
its wondrous loveliness. The old days of betrothal can be recalled. Once 
more, as when God rescued the maiden Israel from her Egyptian prison, will 
He take her to the wilderness, far from the world’s temptations, and speak 
to her heart the old words of everlasting love. From out the very desert God 
will grant her back her vincyards. And He will give her the valley of Achor 
foradoorofhope. Itis interesting to note how such a place-name links up 
the history of Isracl. It recalled in those gloomy days preceding Israel's 
downfall, an event that marked Israel's first entry into the land of promise. 
it. was in this valley of Achor that Achan expiated his covetous sacrilege 


which brought about Israel's first defeat. Achoristhe place of the destruc. . 


tion thatovertakes sin. Itis the place of trouble and cf punishment. “‘Why 
hast thou troubled us?’ Wherefore the name of that place was called the 
Valley of Achor unto this day.” Yetin that dark valley shall open for Israel, 
no less guilty than was Achan, the very door of hope. 


Vineyards from the wilderness, hope from the dark vale of sin and 
punishment. That, indeed, has always been the message of Israel's 
prophets. Of what more gloomy book can we conceive than the Lamen- 
tations of Jeremiah? What more saddening than the picture that he 
draws of the city that sits solitary, the widow whose tears are on her 
checks, the daughter of Zion, whose beauty has departed, who has 
become the jest and scorn of the whole world? Yet, what more 
beautiful than Jeremiah’s song of hope that rises from the midst of his 
bitter lamentations? “This I recall to mind, therefore have I hope. It 
is because of the lovingkindnesses of the Lord that we bave not been 
consumed. His tender mercies never fail. They are new every morning. 
Great is Thy faithfulness. It is good to hope and to wait quietly for the 
salvation of the Lord.” Hope, cherished in the darkest times, hope 
continually kept alive by the words of the prophets, hope of a future never 
abandoned, ever shining out anew inspite of every conceivable discourage. 
ment—that is the dominant note of the Old Testament. Hope is the deepest 
note of its poctry andits prophecy. Soisitwith Hosea. The sad and 
tangled events of his day can still be illuminated with hopeful anticipa- 
tions. Face to face with the backslidings of his people, never forgetful of 
its incvitable consequences, Hosea is not sparing in his denunciations. 
Yet can he not forbear to offer comfort too, to show the door of hope that 
still may open in the very valley of despair. The sordid circumstances 
of his own day have not led him to forget the changeless love of God that 
has followed Israel throughout their history. He thinks of his people as 
of an individual soul in relation to its master. There remains a mutual 
mystical interchange of thought and affection. In the dim days past, it was 
in the wilderness that this religious relation was perfectly realised. Israel 


possessed nothing except the willingness to serve, and the knowledge of 
God's redeeming power. 


Once more in the wilderness those old relations should again be resumed. 
Israel, destitute of all outward riches, deprived of land and wine, shall 
feel the presence of her God and respond as in the days of her youth to 
the renewed assurance of His love. These hopes outlived Hosea’s day. 
They have sustained Israel through a long and chequered history. Exile, 
persecution, contempt and martyrdom have been her lotin the dark valley 
of Achor. Yet always has there opened thence the doorway of a greater 
hope. Nor will the need of humanity for hope and comfort suffer Hosea’s 
message to be confined to any national history, or even to the reconcilation 
of ‘Isracl with her God. Hosea's promise comes to the individual soul, 
hemmed in by the confines of the dark val'ey, or distressed by the allure- 
ments of the world. There is for us still a quiet wilderness where we may 
speak to our Beloved, where free from the discords ot the world, we may 
aear His voice speaking as in old time toour heart. From out the vale of 
trouble, the place of punishment, whose name recalls the failures or the 
sins, there opens for evéry soul a door of hope. The golden thread of love 
that runs through the dark web of Jewish history runs also through the 
story of cach heart. “I will betroth thee to me,” says the Divine Lover, 
“in righteousne<s and justice, in kindness and in mercy.” These are what 
Await us w thin the doorw vy of the gates of hope. ,

The Rev. A. A. Green and the Salvation Army. 


A JEWISH MEMORIAL STONE. 


On Thursday in last week, the ceremony of laying the foundativn- 
stones of the great Centenary Memorial at Denmark Hill to Genera! 
William Booth, the Founder of the Salvation Army, was held. It is tv 
take the form of a Training College for Social Workers. 

General BRAMWELL Boorn expressed a strong desire that the 
Rev. A. A. Green should lay one of the stones in recognition of the 
catholicity of the Salvation Army movement and of the support whic! 
Jews have always accorded to the Social Service side of the Organisation. 

The stones were laid in the presence of 10,000 people, and the Kev. 
A, A. GREEN addressed the assembly in the following words: To the 
glory of God and to the revered memory of William Booth, in the name 
of his Jewish admirers, I lay this foundation-stone of a monument whic! 
will, for all time, write him down as one who loved his fellow-men. He 
bequeathed to the varying Classes and Faiths among us a religion of 
humanity which transcends the limits of creed and which binds all men 
together in the great common brotherhood of service, inspired by the 
Father of us all and dedicated to our equal human duty and responsibility. 


Mr. Green was presented by General Booth with a silver trowel as 4 
memento of the occasion,

HIS LIFE AND WORK. 


X. 


The tenth inslalment appears below of some exlracls which 
we are publishing from time to lime from the biography of 
the late Dr. Max Nordau, the famous Zionist, philosopher, 
wriler and physician. Particular interest allaches to this 
biography, inasmuch as it is the work of his widow, Mrs. 
Anna Max-Nordau, who, as Mrs. Richard Kaufinann, is 
frequently referred to in the course of the work ; and also 
because tt is to a greal exient based on the writings of Dr. 
Nordau himself, and is the only official biography in 
existence. The preceding instalments have appeared in“ The 
Jewish Chronicle” of January 6th, January 13th, January 
27th, February 10th, March 2nd, March 16th, March 
2ird, April 6th and April 2vVih. 


On the 2nd January, 1900, Max Nordau lost his mother, who was then 
nearly eighty-seven years of age, having been born at Riga in 1813; and 
this sad event cast a gloom over the whole vear for him. 

The enormous amount of work which the Zionist Movement, in its early 
years, entailed, somewhat interfered with Nordau’s purely literary activity. 
The education of the Jewish masses towards the Zionist ideal seemed to him a 
duty which, by reason of its urgency, must come before all else. Thus we 
find in his diary innumerable records of meetings at which he spoke, explaining 
and encouraging. Day by day some messenger from Herzl, if not the leader 
himself, would seek him out. 

The fiercest enemies of Zionism were, for the most part, the Rabbis, who 
were preoccupied with Israel's moral mission to the world and with their 
Messianic dreams. They attacked both the ideals and the persons of Herz! 
and Nordau with the greatest bitterness. In the majority of cases it fell 
to the lot of Nordau to reply to them ; and he did so with all the ardour of a 
born fighter convinced of the justice of his cause. The rich Jews also infu- 
riated him. They were willing by their charity to support some little group 
of pious Jews in the country of their ancestors; but the idea of giving a country 
to their people made them fear for themselves. Their attitude inspired 
Nordau to the most violent phillipics. Besides this, he entered into public 
correspondence with the Rabbis of Vienna, America, Roumania, and even 

tussia. 

In Paris, in February, 1901, he came into contact with the late Chief 
Rabbi, Zadoc Kahn, ata meeting of the Dorshet Zion. A group of Pales- 
tinian workers had come to the French capita!.to plead for support for them- 
selves and their brethren; and the leaders of the Tea had refused even to 
receive them, while Baron de Rothschild withdrew his subvention from them. 
Max Nordau condemned a colonisation thet depended upon the goodwill of 
one-man, or upon the life or death of a Baton de Hirsch. ** Generally speak- 
ing,” he said, “lam opposed to charity ; but in this case assistance is essen- 
tial. Let us apply to the Choveri Zion, to the Jews of the whole world, and 
to the Chief Rabbi-— but only in his capacity as an individual Jew.” 

But the Chief Rabbi, who, although he was certainly not a Zionist, was 
yet too large-hearted and too intelligent a man not to follow with interest and 
even with sympathy the movement brought into existence by two men he knew 
welland supported by the many eminent Jews who had joined them, neverthe- 
less upheld the Ica and the views of Baron de Rothschild. * Do something 
yourselves for these workers,” he saudi. “Set a good example, and the Ica 
will not lag behind. Criticism is all very well, but it is not sufficient. It is 
for you to show what Zionism can do.” 

This ironical reply was a heavy blow to Nordau. Too often those whose 
duty it was to aid the beginnings of Zionism would say: ** Do something first ; 
we will come in when success has crowned your efforts!’’ And many of 
them did in fact await the dawn of victory before lending their support to the 
Movement. 

After the fifth Congress Max Nordau returned to Paris, where internal 
strife in the Movement was occupying him more and more. In the early 
part of 1903 he entered into violent controversy with ** Ahad Ha’am,” who 
had written an adverse criticism of Herz!'s novel, “ Altneuland.” The 
ideas of these dreamers of the Ghetto, who saw in Eretz Yisrael no more than 
& great spiritual light to which the eyes of mankind should be turned, seemed 
to Max Nordau a monstrosity. 

Nordau was the Hon. President of countless gymnastic societies, and 
he attended their displays at Congress with the greatest satisfaction. Fre- 
quently he would describe the unhappy situation of the Luftmensch and the 
Betielstudent, and would contrast with these types the Muskeljudentum as 
the supreme remedy for the theatened degeneration of his people.

Max Nordau was firmly opposed to the acceptance of any territory 
for Jewish colonisation that would give another direction than Palestine to 
Zionism, When Herz! asked his support for the scheme of Jewish colonisation 
in East Africa, which had been generously offered by the British Govern- 
ment, through Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, to Mr. L. J. Greenberg, who repre- 
sented Dr. Herzl in the matter, he refused point blank. It was for Palestine 


. that he had stood shoulder to shoulder with Herzl; for East Africa he felt 


no more interest than in the Argentine colonisation. Nevertheless, he 
yielded ultimately to the importunities of Herzl, who considered that it

Count Czernin’s Libel Action. 


Report of Proceedings. 


[From a Special Correspondent.]} Vii 


As was briefly reported in our last week's issue, a small fine has be: n 
imposed on the editor of the Vienna Zionist weekly, the NEUR WELT, in 
respect of a passage in an article published in his paper alleged to be a 
libel on Count Ottokar Czernin, the former Austro-Hungarian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, who was the plaintiff in an action against the paper. 

Phe text of the passage in the article complained of is as follows: 

As Austro-Hungarian Ambassador in Bucharest during the war Czernin 
Was active, in connection with the delivery of provisions and munitions to 
Austria, as commission agent for Jewish dealers. He used his position as 
Ambassador to extort givantic commiasions. For every kilogrammae of maize 
and corn the starving despairing Austria had to pay the Ambassador, Privy 
Councillor Count Ottokar « zerniu, cruel sur-profits. Without this blood tax 
not a crust could reach the moutlis of stars ing children, women and old people. 
zernin who emptied the pockets of his fellow-countrymen, 

ding and suffering in the throes of the fight. 

At the first hearing the defence put in a plea of justification to the 
effect that daring the war plaintiff had taken commission in respect of 
consignments of provisions to Austria and the supply of munitions abroad, 
Specially in connection with the Spanish munition business of a certain 
Nathan Eidinger, and that he actively participated in the business carried 
on by Eidinger during the war. 

'n his answer plaintiff declared that at the time he was Ambassador 
in Pucharest he had participated in no munitions or provisions business 
of any sort, and had taken no c»mmission or remuneration in any form. 
In regard to his relations with Nathan Kidinger during the war, plaintiff 
declired that when he was Austrian Ambassador in Bucharest Eidinger 
had rendered both the Austrian and German Embassies political services 
Which had nothing to do with deliveries of grain or munitions. After the 
war, Count Czernin stated he had been induced to place fairly large 
capital at Eidinger’s disposal for investment purposes, but had acted 
purely in his private capacity and incidentally had lost most of the money. 

Nathan idinger, in his evidence, confirmed plaintiff's statements as 
to his activity in Bacharest. Owing to his expert knowledge of 
Roumanian conditions, he hai been sent there to assist the Embassy with 
aivice. 

Count Czernin’s Zionist Support. 

The Presiding Judge read a letter which Count Czernin had written 
to Kidinger. Iu this communication, plaintiff, in view of certain hostile 
statements circulated rtoncecning Eidinger, declared that by his accurate 
appreciation of the situation Eidinger had greatly contributed to pro- 
longing the neutrality of Roumania In the supply of provisions to the 
Central Powers Lidioger, without himself having anything to do with the 
buying and selling, had unselfishly rendered the Central Powers great 
services. Ejidinge: had refused a decoration. The letter continued : 

“ The sole wish that you expressed wis that the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs should redeem his pledged word and in connection with the con- 
clusion of peace, especially with Roumania, that the rights of your co- 
religionists should be internationally guaranteed and provided for in 
the peace treaties. . | should like also to emphasise that with your 
characteristic energy you made use of my services to press successfully 
and finally for the autonomy of the Jews in Palestine in the pending 
peace negotiations. !n accordance with your wishes I did, as a matter of 
fact, at that time reecive one of the authoritative leaders of the Zionist 
Movement and promised him emphatic support.” 

The defence withdrew the allegations in the article in regard to the 
taking of commission, but a settlement was refused. 

Counsel for Count Czernin said that the motive of the incriminated 
article was sufficiently disclosed by its titlhe—‘* Count Czernin as Anti- 
Semitie Provocateur.” He had been quite gratuitously selected as a 
scapegoat, and unwarrantably placed in that same category as anti- 
Semites like Hitler and Ludendorff. Count Czernin had frequently 
declared. and he wished emphatically to repeat in open court, that he wa; 
noenemy of the Jews and had never attacked them. It was a deliberate 
untruth to assert that he was an anti-Semitic provocateur.

United Synagogues of America. 


Women’s Share in Management. 


[From our Correspondent.) NEW YORK, 


Four hundred men and women attended the Conference of the 
United Synagogues of America held in Chicago. 

The women’s spokesmen demanded for Jewesses a full share in the 
responsibility for the funds administered by the synagogues. 

Many speakers dwelt on the danger to Jewry created by the younger 
gencration’s lack of interest in Jewish matters. Various measures were 
urged for the strengthening of Judaism in America and for uniting the 
influence of the home and the synagogue. 


International Press Exhibition at Cologne. 


Jewish Pavilion Opened. 

The Jewish Section of the International Press Exhibition at Cologne 
was opened on Tuesday. It is situated in “ The Street of the Nations ” in 
a special pavilion wh ch is flying the blue and white J ewish flag from a 
Magen David shaped tower. The building was designed by a Cologne 
architect, Robert Stern. The inscription, “Jewish Pavilion,” over the 
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gates, is in German, Hebrew and Yiddish. At the entrance isa quotation 
in Hebrew from the Prophet Zechariah: “ Not by might nor by power but 
by the spirit.” 

In the centre of the court there is a Scroll of the Law, and contained 
in glass cases round the walls are exhibits showing the development of 
Hebrew writing from the time of manuscripts to the days of incunabula 
and early printing. On the walls there are portraits of such famous Jews 
as Manasseh ben Israel, Moses Mendelssohn, Gabriel Riesser, Adolf 
Cremieux, Hermann Cohen and Theodor Herzl. The niches contain 
magnified coloured replicas of ancient Hebrew coins. There is also a 
painting of Lesser Ury's “ Moses seeing thé Promised Land from Mount 
Nebo.” The development of the Jewish Press is shown from its earliest 
beginnings and there are newspaper exhibits from seventeen countries, 
including 297 Jewish publications and 44 Jewish dailies. 

Among those who have taken a prominent part in the organisation of 
the Jewish Pavilion are Dr. Bodenheimer, the chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Pavilion, Professor Dr. M. Sobernheim, chairman of the 
Berlin Committee, and Dr. Simehowitz and Dr. Moses Waldmann, the 
General Secretaries. The Historical Section has been arranged by Rabbi 
Dr. Kober, of Cologne. Dr. Carl Schwarz, the Custodian of the Museum 
of the Berlin Jewish Community has been prominent in the arrancement 
of the Art Section, and he also arranged the exhibition of modern graphic 
artin the gallery, Mr. Ben-Adir has arranged the Yiddish Press past and 
present, and Dr. E. Tcherikower has heen of great assistance in the 
arrangement of the historic materials. The special exhibition acranged 
by the Zionist Organisation in conjunction with the Keren Hayesod and 
the Jewish National Fund, has been organised by Dr. Georg Herlitz, 
Director of the archives of the Zionist Organisation. 


Full Franchise for lewieh Women. 


Berlin Community's Decision. 
[From our Correspondent.] BERLIN. 


The Jewish Communal Council in Berlin has decided to accord to the 
women members of the community the right to be elected as members of 
the Synagogue Boards, but without the privilege of officiating in the 
Synagogues. The women members of the Boards will attend the meetings 
of the Board and vote, and they will undertake the supervision of the 
Women's galleries in the Synagogues. 


Jews Attacked in Berlin. 


Police Clear Streets. 


Jews passing through the streets in the Kurftirstendamm, the centre 
of Berlin, and other main streets in the West End of the City, were 
attacked on Sunday by members of Nationalist anti-Semitic Steel Helmet 
Brigade who sang anti-Semitic songs in the streets and attacked anyone 
who appeared to them to be Jewish. The streets finally had to be cleared 
by large forces of police. 

The Steel Helmet Brigade were largely concerned in the big anti-Jewish 
exeesses in Berlin in 1923. They are particularly active at present in 
connection with the election campaign now in progress in Germany. 


Walter ‘Lesh Case Stopped. 


German Anti-Semites Accusations. 


After dragging on for four years, the case against Mr. Walter Loeb, 
founder and former President of the Thuringian State Bank, has been 
finally stopped. The proceedings against Mr. Loeb were started at the 
beginning of 1924, following the return of a powerful anti-Semitic group 
in the Thuringian elections. A motion was repeatedly introduced into 
the Thuringian Parliamentidemanding Mr. Loeb’s dismissal, because it 
was not fitting that a Jew should occupy an important position in the 
finances of the country. Mr. Loeb resigned his position, together with 
Dr. Stulpe, the Minister of Finance, and Dr. Maerker, the State Com- 
missary. The Government was reconstituted, and the new Minister for 
Yinance ordered the arrest of Mr. Loeb, declaring that he had taken 
away books which were public property and had concealed from the 
Government the real financial position of the country. 

The Court which tried the case acquitted Mr.-Loeb, and declared 
that there was no foundation for the charges against him. Nevertheless, 
the case has only just been officially stopped. 


Roumanian Students’ Unions Dissolved. 
Reasons not Disclosed. 


All the Roumanian Christian Stadents’ Unions have been officially 
dissolved. ‘The reason given is that the Government is dissatisfied with 
the activity of these organisations, especially on account of recent 
ilemonstrations outside the home of the Rector of Bucharest. University, 
and also for State reasons which are not disclosed. 


The Baron Hatvany Case. 


Appeal Court Reduces Sentence. 


The Supreme Court at Budapest has beem hearing the appeal of 
Baron Ludwig Hatvany against a sentence of seven years imprisonment 
and fines in connection with articles written eight years ago in Hungarian 
hewspapers and said to be libels on the State. The Court reduced the 
term of imprisonment to four years and practically halved the fines. 
Baron Hatvany’s Counsel has decided to appeal to the Royal Court against

INTERNATIONAL ZIONIST LOAN PROSPECTS. 


Sir Alfred Mond, who is now on a visit to Italy, had a lengthy 
audience last week with Signor Mussolini, the Premier. Mr. Mussolini 
says Sir Alfred, is very sympathetic to the Jewish colonisation efforts in 
Palestine, and asked many questions about the indust:ial and economic 
development of the country. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency learns that Sir Alfred’s visit to 
Rome is connected with his efforts to obta'n the floating of the projected 
Zionist International Loan. He is trying to obtain the consent of the 
Italian Government to join with the Governments of Great Britain, 
France, and Germany in guaranteeing the loan. Sir Alfred told the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency representative that he had not discussed the 
question of the loan during his visitto Rome. He considered the Pales- 
tine Loan would be feasible provided the proper securities were given. 
He held that Palestine had great economic prospects, especially after 
the laying of the oil pipe lines to Haifa. Special encouragement, he 
thought, should be given to agriculture, and investments of capital ought 
to be made in banana and orange plantations. 

At a banquet given in his honour by the Italian Pro-Palestine Com- 
mittee last week, Sir Alfred said: “ I have been in Palestine three times, and 
each time I have come back with greater faith and more enthusiasm than 
before. Jews from all countries have created in Palestine a new Jewish 
and social order; there is a new Jewish youth, spiritually sound and 
physically developed, which, regardless of all difficulties, is successfully 
working the land. The stiff-neckedness with which the Jews are 
reproached, has in Palestine helped them to overcome all difficulties and 
to secure excellent results.” 

“ Palestine,” Sir Alfred went on, “basa great future befcre it. The 
construction of the Haifa Harbour, the realisation of the gigantic Ruten- 
berg e-ectrification scheme, and the new industries will justify the 
investment of large sums of capital in Palestine. It will ke possible to 
transplant to Palestine two million productive Jews and to create a new 
individual Jewish culture on sound foundations. —

INAUGURAL MEETING. 


A meeting wes held on Monday evening at the offices of the Economic 
Board for Palestine, of ladies and gentlemen anxious to identify them- 
selves with thé seheme for furthering the sale of Palestine products. Mrs. 
J. Uf. Hertz presided. She said that as a practical housewife she had 
experienced, together with the desire to use Palestine products, the 
disappoiutment that had befallen so many, because of the difficulties and 
delays experienced in the delivery cf the goods in this country. She 
felt sure that every Jewish household in this country would welcome 
reguiar shipments of Palestine products, avd she hoped that this 
important phase of industrial development in Palestine would meet with 
all the success it deserved. 

The following resolution was proposed by Mr. Maurice Solomons, 
s-conded by Mrs. F. B. Sholto, and carried: 

That this meeting pledges itself to support the fartherance of the importa- 
tion, sale and consumption of Palestine products in England, as a means towards 
placing the Jewish National Home upon an economic basis. 

Speaking in support of the resolution, Mr. G. Huxley, a member of 
the Empire Marketing Board of the Board of Trade gave an account 
of the work of the Board, which had come into existence less than 
two years ago, and said that Palestine came within tho scope of the 
Palestine was a constituent part of the Empire, and 
took a full place in the Empire Marketing scheme. Mr. Huxley went on 
to describe the work the Board had already done in Palestine, in scientific 
research and in other ways, in regard to the orange and grape crops. stock 
breeding, etc. They desired to keep in the closest touch wiih public 
opini n throughout the Empire, in which they were all partners. 

Mr. Walter Cohen, Hon. Secretary of the Economic Board for Pales- 

line, said that his organisation extended a hearty welcome to the ladies 
and gentlemen present. He read a letter from the President of the 
Board, Sir Alfred Mond who said: I am very glad tohear that a move- 
ment is on foot to promote the sale of Palestinian products in England. I 
am very sorry it is not possible for me to attend the meeting which is 
being held to-night. I think the proposal is a very timely one and have 
no doubt thatit will be a great benefit to Palestine. . . . Will you please 
assure the meeting that lam in cordial sympathy with their object, aud 
that the Economic Board for Palestine will I am sure be prepared to 
co-operate with those present in every possible way. 

Mr. Cohen then gave a résumé of the work done by the Board by 
financing industrics in Palestine and expressed the wish that the ladies 
and gentlemen anxious to promote the sale of Palestine products 
in England should becom? part of the Economic Board with whose 
efforts their own so admirably dovetailed.

Schwarzbard's from Palestine. 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT, 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday, Col. J. C. WEDGWooD (Lab., 
Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Colonial Secretary why Schwarzbard 
had recently been refused admission to Palestine.

Mr. AMERY, answering the q: estion, said that the matter rested with 
the High Commissioner of Palestine. He could not say why the visa was 
withheld.

AMERY, Colonial Secretary who wrote in reply to Sir RoBpert THomas 
(L., Anglesey), that in February, 1926, it was estimated that there were 
less than 80 lepers in Palestine. Hoe was not ia possession of more recent 
figures, bat the High Commissioner then informed him that the disease 
appeared to be dying out naturally. in 1927 the Moravian Leper Hospital 
at Jerusalem had on the average 28°75 in-patients, and 24 le: ers received 
out-patient treatment at Government dispensaries. The High Comwis- 

« sioner was satisfied that sufficient facilities exist in Palestine for the 
treatment of leprosy.

THE QUESTION OF JEWISH DAY SCHOOLS. 


A mecting of the Women’s and Men’s Lodges of the Bnai B'rith was 
held at the Prince's Hotel, Jermyn Street, W., on Sunday evening. Mr. 
Leo Elton (President of the First Lodge of England) presided. The following 
resolution was unanimously carried ; 

“That the Women’s and Men's Lodges give favourable consideration 
to the question of making themselves jointly responsible for the Hampstead 
Jewish Day School.” 

Rabbi Dr. V. ScuHoNFELD and the Rev. A. A. Green delivered addresses 
op the general question of Jewish Day Schools, and a discussion followed. 

Dr. Scnonrecp, in the course of his address, said that unless they 
trained lay leaders, the community was in danger of descending to the 
level so despairingly pictured before them at the recent symposium. 
The whole problem resolved itself mto this: How to produce a Jewish gentle- 
man who in every respect would reach the level of the highest type of a good 
man, say, in this country, and who at the same time would be essentially 
Jewish. Masters existed at schools in this country who made the Jewish 
boy feel in an unpleasant manner that he wasa Jew. The only solution was 
to provide an atmosphere for the boy in which he could live fully, freely and 
wholly as a Jew, and not have that feeling of belonging to a small minority —- 
a feeling which created that peculiar sensitiveness in the Jew in his dealings 
with other people. 

A Jewish shortcoming was that we did not know how to manage one 
another. It had to be learnt. Another shortcoming was lack of team work. 
These were qualities which had to be brought out, and for this purpose a 
Jewish training ground was essential. 

The Rev. A. A. Green, in the course of his address, said there were some 
people who were afraid of a Jewish Day School, because they thought 't might 
interfere with the proper English national outlook of the boys and girls. If 
euch people were afraid that a Jewish school was going to make a Jewish boy 
or girl less of an English citizen, they were very much mistake m. It wasa 
fear which was without the — vestive of logical foundation. “ If a Jewish 
boy or girl,’ said Mr. Green, “ goes to a non-Jewish school he sufiers from 
the crue ty of anti-Semitism in its worst form, because it 1s imposed by cruel, 
unthinking children upon other cmidren, who are too young to face the 
crucity and all it means to them.” 

“1 have tried to put this point before people who are leaders in our 
community, and who send their children to non-Jewish schools, and | have 
been told, ‘ Well, I send my boy to a public school; let him fight it out.’ 
It is too early and too eruel to have to fight it out at that early age. If you 
bring up a child with that ‘minority feeling,’ which Dr. Schonfeld has so 
cleverly expounded ; if you bring him up as a child with that feeling of 
disability, you bring him up a person with a wound.’ 


A Numerus Clausus in Hampstead Schools. 


He would say that the people who came under the microseope of his 
most particular examination were the people who were content to send their 
children to schools where they had to ask them to compromise 
and to practise deceit with regard to their own religion and the religion of 
the dominant faith. What were they to think of people who allowed their 
children to go to schools and take part in the religious instruction and to go 
to chapel. These people flattered themselves that the child was going to 
come out of it all knowimg that it wasallashamtothem. “ It was a wicked 
thing,’ said Mr. Green, “to teach any child to have any sham.’ In 
Hampstead he thought there were schools which only took a limited number 
of Jewish children. ‘They measured them out just as a doctor measured 
out poisons. (Laughter.). It must be done in a measured glass, because 
if you took too much the effects would be disastrous. He did not blame 
the people for making those restrictions. They could do what they liked. 
But what he did think was seandalous was the pusillanimity of the parents 
who stood in queues outside a school hike this waiting for their children to be 
admitted. 

Mr. H. Samvets, one of the founders of the Hampstead Day School, 
which was opened in March, 1927, moved the resolution quoted above. There 
were two teachers, he said, and seventeen pupils. It was now 6) per cent. 
self-supporting. If the Lodge were to take over this school, they would give 
that guarantee of stability which parents were looking for. 

Mr. A. Wiener, who seconded the resolution, said he had paid a visit 
to the school, and had been impressed by the Jewish atmosphere which 
pervaded it. 

Mr. Isrart Conen, B.A., asked what the financial obligations would be. 

The PRestDENT said that this question was one which would have to be 
considered at a private meeting. The resolution, as they would see when 
they were asked to vote, had been very carefully worded. 

Mr. ArTuUR BLOK, B.Sc., stressed the need of getting the right type of 
people to carry the idea through. 

Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN also having spoken, the resolution, as stated, 
was jpassed unanimously,

Jewish Method of Slaughtering Animals. 


LORD MAYOR AND HUMANE KILLER. 
| | From our Correspondent. 

Presiding at the annual mecting of the local branch of the Royal 
Bociety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, at the Town Hall, last 
week, the Lord Mayor (Alderman M. Humberstone) raised the question 
as to whether humane slaughtering ought not to be extended to all 
animals intended for food, included those for the Jewish Community. 
After seeing demonstrat ons a few years ago of various forms of killing, 
he said, he was then absolutely convinced that the time had come when 
the humane killer should be adopted, not only in regard to anima!s for 
food for people of their own nationality, but for the food of all, irrespec- 
tive of race. The Lord Mayor added: “I want to suggest to the par- 
ticular nationality I am referring to, that if they want to live in our 
country, they should conform to the humare regulations which we as a 
city are anxious to adopt.” 

Mr. W. Pain, a representative of the Society, said that the Lord 
Mayor had opened up a difficult question, with regard to whether Jews 
should be included in the by-law The model by-law had been set up by 
the Ministry of Health, and all the Society asked at present was that it 
should be adopted throughout the Kingdom. That by-law gave special 
exemption to Jews. | 

In the course of a letter to th» SHEFFIELD DAILY TELEGRAPH, Rabbi 
B. 1. Cohen. B.A., replied to some of the observations made by the Lord 
Mayor.

Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 


Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, the President, presided at the annual 
distribution of prizes to the children at the Jewish Orphanage, West 
Norwood, on Sunday. Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild distributed the 
prizes, and among those present were Sir Meyer and Lady Spielman, 
Major Isidore Salmon, M.P., and Mrs. Salmon, Mr. A. D. Joseph, Mr. 
and Mrs. A. Tanbun, Mr. and Mrs. Victor Joseph, Mr. A. P. Belisha, 
and Mr. M. Kave (the Headmaster) and Mrs. Kave. 

The CHaraMay, after referring to the great value which the sanatorium 
given by Mr. Bernhard Baron had proved in enabling them to isolate 
occasional infectious cases, said that negotiations for changing the name of 
the Institution were nearing their completion, and it was hoped that in 1929 
the name “ Jewish Orphanage” would take the place of ** Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum.’ The results of the work done by children during the 
past year were most satisfactory, and encouraging reports had been received 
from the examiners in secular and religious subjects,. Two boys and one 
girl had gained L.C.C. Scholarships, and had left the Orphanagefor Secondary 
Schools. Two past scholars had taken their Inter B.A. and Inter B.Sc., 
and one had matriculated with two distinctions, Among the innovations 
during 1927 were: (1) The children had been allowed to make more frequent 
visits to their parents and friends; (2) unaccompanied rambles, the older 
children being responsible for the younger ones ; (3) swimming facilities had 
been enjoyed by 150 boys and girls; (4) the formation of a contingent of 
Girl Guides ; and (5) an Old Scholars’ Day. He thanked all those who had 
contributed to the funds of the Institution. The Orphan Aid Societies, he 
said, had contributed more than £4,500, and there had been a gift from Mr. 
Joseph Bogod, of Cardiff, of £5,000. They had also received a donation of 
4100 from Mr. C. Van Dyk to start the alterations necessary for enlarging 
the Bovs’ Senior Union Club. Mr. de Rothschild also thanked those who had 
provided gifts and treats for the children during the year, and appealed for 
more annual subscribers for the maintenance of the 400 boys and girls at the 
Institution. 

After a display by the pupils, Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild distributed 
the prizes. 

Sir Joun Giipert, Chairman of the L.C.C; Education Committee, in the 
course of an address, said that he was glad that the Local Education Authority 
of the L.C.C. had some connection with the Institution. It was clear that 
the Institution was organised on most up-to-date educational lines. In all 
his experience in connection with the London Education Authority he doubted 
whether he had ever seen such an impressive example of practical after-care 
work or a fiaer displyy of drill and dancing as he had witnessed that 
afternoon. He congratulated all concerned with the management of the 
school upon the practical and outstanding suecess of their efiorts. He sug- 
gested that as a reward for their good work the boys and girls should be 
given a half holiday. His friend and colleague, Major Isidore Salmon, had 
promised that, if the half day were granted, arrangements would be made for 
them to be taken to see the Military Tournament. — 

The Chairman agreed to this suggestion, and the date of the holiday was 
fixed for May 23. 

The visitors afterwards inspected the display of the children’s handwork, 
and made a tour of the Main Institution and the Gabriel Home, in the school- 
rooms of which refreshments were served. 


Great Garden Street Talmud Torah. 


The annual meeting and distribution of prizes was held on Sunday at the 
Institution, 183, Hanbury Street. Aldermen Harry Kosky, J.P., the 
President of the Institution, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in movmg the adoption of the annual report, said that 
on the educational cide they had had excellent work from their teaching staff, 
but on the financia! side they were beset with the difficulties which had been 
characteristic for many years past. It was pointed out that owing to local 
changes the number of pupils had declined, and it might therefore scem that 
the claims for support they made should have diminished to an equal degree. 
Thet would be, he suggested, en unjust view to take, as the bulk-of their 
people still lived in the vicinity. That, too, was the view of the Council of 
the United Syn=zogue, who had just built « new centre only a few hundred 
feet away. ‘There was no fear that their school would become empty. The 
more the migratory habit grew the greater the necessity for their maintaining 
their activities. They would notice the large number of free students in the 
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Talmud Torah. Not to refuse the teachings of their religion even to the 
poorest of their people was surely @ meritorious action, and he therefore 
appealed with confidence to the Community to come to their assistance. 
Dealing with the finances, the Chairman said that he was glad to see tha+ 
certain items in the income had increased, One of them was donat ions, whi hy 
last vear amounted to £138, compared with £27 in the previous year.

A Painter of Tradition. 


MR. M. A. J. BAUER’S EXHIBITION. 

Mr. M. A. J. Bauer has been prominent in Holland for the last quarter 
century. The Lefevre Galleries gave us a comprehensive exhibition of 
his work. This, since very distinctly in the great Dutch tradition, may be 
taken as fairly representative of the advanced academic art of that country. 

At first glance, Bauer's art offers certain minor characteristics which 
are not likely to engage our sympathy. It seems inevitable that in these 
Gays this type of traditionalist should slightly debase the tradition he 
represents. But whereas we are grown accustomed, and perhaps rather 
blind, to the manner in which our own artists do this, Bauer's manner 
arrests our attention, not because it is worse, but because it is unfamiliar. 

A second glance, however, will discover solid and distinctive merits 
which will cause us speedily to rectify this injustice. Ths dramatic 
force of his paramoun: infiuence, Rembrandt, may have been transmuted 
into something approaching sensationalism, and the poignant human 
interest which has the same source may here and there appear all too 
human for pure painting: but these approactes still demand the grand 
manner, and this demand has been met. | 

The masterly handling of violent masses of light and shade, the 
vigorous organisation of crowded and complex design, the reduction of 
detail upon detail t»> a dramatically simple unity, these are the problems 
of the Rembrandt tradition and these have been admirably met. 

Among the paintings, No. 18, “An Arabian Coffee House,” is perbaps 
the finest specimen. The etchings are all distinguished by great power 
united with great delicacy, “The Porch of a Mosque” achieves a sombre 
majesty, which is most typical of Rembrandt. 

But perhaps the most attractive exhibits are the water-colour 
drawings. They are more slight but they have more life and more 
individuality than the paintings and than all but the very best etchings, 
“Street Singers ” No. 37, is a compositicn in which design and character- 
isation achieve a very rare harmony. No. 42, “The Sacrifice of Solomon 
before the Lord” is beautifully simple and completely effective. “Singers 
before the Army of Judah” is masterly in its use of rhythmic line, and the 
same may be said of “ Pharaoh and Joseph.” K.

A Deal in Pearls. Mr. Justice Astbury, in the Chancery Division, 
resumed the hearing of 


{ the application by the defendants in the action 
brought by the trustee of the property of Stephen Ronchi, a bankrupt, 
against EDWARD Da ¢ ra and J. MENDES DA CosTA, trading as E. aud J. 
Mendes da Costa, to strike out the action on the ground that it was 
frivolous and vexatious, and an abuse of the process of the Court. Ronchi, 
it had been stated, was sentenced to four and a half years’ penal servi- 
tude for the theft of 1,064 pearls, worth £14,600, and his trustee now 
alleged that there was a partnership between Ronchi and the defendants 
to deal in pearls and precious stones, but the defendants denied this, ard 
said they paid cash for all the pearls which they had through Ronchi. 
In refusing the application, the Judge said he had to bear in mind that 
there might be some truth in the allegation that there was a partnership 
or a co-adventure between Ronchi and the da Costas with regard to some 
of the pearls, because it was only with regard to a certain number of 
them that the allegation of theft by Ronchi was made. The trustee 
desired to show that Ronchi was not a thief, that he was wrongly con- 
victed, and that his plea of guilty was madeé under a mistake. Since the 
conviction of Ronchi the defendants had paid Messrs. Warwick and other 
merchants from whom Ronchi obtained pearls the sum of £44,000 odd, of 
Which no mention was made in the statement of claim. His lordship said 
he did not feel that he ought summarily to get rid of the action by the 
motion, but he would only allow it to proceed on condition that credit was 
given to the defendants for the £44,000. He ordered two amendm nts to 
be made in the statement of claim and said the reason why he could not 
accept the application in its entirety was because he was not satistied 
there was no reasonable possibility at the hearing of the allegation of 
partnership being esta'lished, at all events in part.

procured Miriam Schnenler and Isadore Schneider, an infant, acting through 
his father, Sidney Sclincider, to bring an action against him in the Shoreditch 
County Court for the recovery of damages for injuries said to have been 
caused by the neglizence of Mr. Wiggins or his servants. He declared that 
Mr. Lavy maintamed and upheld the action, and carried it on at his own 
cost, and upon an agreement between himself and Miriam and Sidney 
Schneider, that in the event of the aetion succeeding he should receive one- 
tenth of any damages which they might récover. 
Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the plaintiff, said that the claim was 
for only £70, but it was an important case, because the person sued was a 
solicitor, and because of the issue necessarily involved. There was in existence, 
proceeded counsel, 21 organisation with the high-sounding name of the Legal 
Aid Society. Whether it was actually a society, or whether it was constituted 
of some person, he could not say; but he thought he would be able to show 
that the organisation was closely associated with Mr. Lavy. It seemed that 
if a person had the misfortune to be involved in an accident, the society, 
by some means, received a report, and then approached the sufferer with the 
suggestion that it was desirable to bring an action for compensation, at the 
same time indicating that if an action was brought the person injured would 
not be liable for any legal expenses, but that the society would deduct a per- 
centage of whatever amount might be recoverable. In the case of a Mrs. Isaacs, 
who had met with an accident, she had kept the documents, One of these 
was a form bearing a figure of Justice, which asked whether she would claim 
compensation, and intimated that the society would obtain evidence ‘“ without 
the least worry or trouble to you.” The form added that no fees would be 
made for the society's assistance, but if any compensation were obtained 
“you are expected to pay two shillings in the pound towards the work;ng 
expenses of the society.” A form was enclosed for Mrs. Isaacs to fill up, 
appointing Mr. Lavy as her solicitor. Sir Patrick added that he would be 
able to show that there were many cases which had come to Mr. Lavy in 
precisely the same way. After farther evidence had been heard the jury 
returned a verdict for Mr. Wiggins “on both counts’’ and awarded him 
£29 damag s. Judgment wa; entered for Mr. Wiggins with costs, and a 
stay of execution was granted,

Custody of a Girl.—At the Lambeth County Court, Mrs. Avi Tuaseru, 
wife of a Mohammedan seaman, of Cardiff, applied under the Guardianship 
of Infants’ Acts, for the custody of her danghter, aged 17, now in a home 
for Waifs and Strays, belonging to the Church of England Incorporated 
Society. Mr. Pritchard, counsel for the applicant, read her sworn affidavit. 
In the statement she said she was a native of Weston-super-Mare, and was 
married to Samuel Vizar, a Polish Jew, on July 30, 1910, at Cardiff. They 
hived together at 5, Tudor Road, and the child was born on February 9, 1911. 
In August, 1911, Vizar, on the pretence of visiting his brother in. Rosario, 
sailed with her and the baby from London. They landed at Buenos Aires, and 
there he took her to what she thought was a large hotel, and sold her there as 
uw ‘‘ White Slave ~ for a sum of money. Nhe refuséd to submit to the life she 
was expected to live, but through torture, starvation and threats that if she 
eid not submit the baby would suffer, she was forced to vield. After several 
months, she escaped, and made her way to the house of Mr. Truscott, a 
Methodist miseionary, where she was employed as a domestic servant. Later 
Vizar came to the house with two detectives, and said that, according to the 
jaw of the land, she must go with him as she was his lawful wife. Mr. Trascott 
had no alternative but to give way, and she was returned to the brothel. 
Her husband took her baby awey, and said that if she refused to submit the 
child would suffer “even unto death.” She submitted for the sake of her 
ehild, hoping that she would meet some Englishman through whom she could 
get mito touch with her parents. One day she came into contact with .an 
«engineer from South Wales, who was serving on a British ship and who knew 
her parents. Through him the brothel was raided by detectives, and she 
was found hiding in an upper room of the building, and taken into custody. 
She then got in touch with the British Consul, end went to a munnery in 
Buenos Aires. The people in the convent advised her to return to England in 
cease her husband and his confederates took her back to the brothel. She 
refused to leave the country without her baby, whe was eventually returned 
to her in a very poor siate of health. She then obtained a post as stewardess 
in a steamer, and worked her passage back to England. On August 7, 1912, 
she sent in a form asking the society to take over her child. This was done, 
and then she worked as a domestic servant in several places until her marriage 
—she believed her other husband had died —on January 31, 1918, at Newport 
Register Office to Ali Thabeth, 2 Mohammedan sezman. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Werren for the Waifs and Strays Society, Mrs, 
Thabeth said that she and her husband had two houses adjoiniag in Cristina

Investments and Securities.

With the approach of the Whitsuntide holidays markets are 
rather more subdued. Profit taking is in evidence, but it ts noticeable 
that the selling is on the whole very well absorbed. In some quarters 
it is thought that the boom in industrial securities is at an end, This 
is not the general impression, however. It is possible that on any 
reaction in market values new buyers will come along. It has to be 
realised that trade in the country is steadily improving. Confirmation 
of this ean be found in the many very satisfactory annual reports 
which are being published. The profit figures of J. & P. Coats, for 
instance, prove that the textile industry is on the mend. Fine Cotton 
Spinners have also published very satisfactory figures for last vear.

It is also thought that many other conipanies in this industry will be 

able to show good results for last year.. Monetary conditions are 

reasonably stable and the general outlook is satisfactory, although 

business may fall off a little, as usual, during the summer season. 
Recent Issues. 

A noteworthy feature of markets is the support afforded high-class 
investment stocks, This is well demonstrated in the success of the various 
new capital issues made quite recently, The movement. started with an 
offer on behalf of the New Zealand Government in 4) per cent. Stock at a 
price of 944 per cent. The demand proved exceptionally keen, and that 
sccurity is now standing at § premium, Other issues quickly followed, 
the latest being on behalf of Kenya. It is generally believed that the buying 
of vood class securities is on behalf of those who have made large profits 
during reeent months on home industrials. It should not be overlooked 
that there is always a steady demand for such securities on behalf of insurance 
companies and other large financial corporations, Stock offered at a dis- 
count is always more attractive than that offered at par or at a premium, 
because the prospect of capital appreciation is greater. Financial cor- 
porations, as well as individual investors, require to realise stock at some 
time or another, and the possibility of being able to sell at the price paid 
or at a premium is always attractive. So long as new issues of a reliable 
type are made on the attractive terms recently established a ready demand 
is almost certain for the time being,

Ltd., but not 
until we were fully satisfied on two points : (a) that that company had passed 
the experimental stage and had actually secured contracts for the sale of 
patent rights or machines to an amount exceeding the issued capital, and 
(b) that there was every prospect of our — able to sell our Photomaton 
Shares ata profit. Since making the purchase, I am pleased to inform you that 
we have sold the bulk of these shares at a satisfactory profit. We are now 
left with a comparatively smal! holding standing well under the market quota- 
tion. We could dispose of these shares to-morrow and realise a farther profit, 
but we are satisfied that we can secure a much higher price by holding on for 
the time being. 

The timé is approaching when we shall have to decide on our next 
forward move. Your Directors have a fairly precise and confident idea of the 
forms this forward move should take. ean while, we have nearly £1,000,000 
in cash or in. cash receivable under contracts for stock sold, and we have also 

ted seourities of asaleable character which, while representing not less 

£750,000 in value, stand in our books at a lower figure. It would be unwise

In conmiparing the total preinium income as shown in the 
accounts in your hands with thatof the year before, it must be remembered 
that some considerable part of that income comes from the closed Imperial, 
Provident and Economic accounts. The income from these closed accotnnts of 
course diminishes from vear to vear, and to that extent operates to reduce the 
increase in the active Aliance account. As a matter of fact, the increase of 
income in the Alliance account by itself was nearly £28,000 

Our mortality experience continues to be favourable. I mentioned last vear

fhe profit dealt with is that for the year 1925. That account has been 
closed. and @ sum of £20,000, which is considered to be sufficient, has been put 
aside to provide for claims on the account which may still have to be pat. 
The £20,000 forms part the Reserve for previous years which you see in the 
account. 

Those of you who study such matters will have observed from references 
in the newspapers that attempts have been made during the past year to bring 
about some improvement the results of marine insurance by discussion of 
the rates of premium and conditions of insurance which prevail in the market. 
We have associated ourselves with these efforts and we shall continue to do so, 
There are difticulties no doubt, but I feel sure that with good will and deter- 
mination these will not prove insurmountable and that we may look for good 
resuits. It may, however, be yet a little while before these results become 
very apparent in the accounts. | | 

Meanwhile we must continue to exercise restraint in our Marine dealings 

What may be called the marine market place has recently, as you know, 
moved eastwards and, in order that we may, in the hope of better times to come, 
hold our position in that market, we have provided new offices for our Marine 
department in Billiter Square, where our Underwriter and his assistants will 
be pleased always to meet as far as possible the requirements of insurers. 

ACCIDENT ACCOUNTS. 

We come next to the three Accident Accounts. All three, lam glad to say 
show increased incomes, and from all we have been able to carry something te 
Profit and Loss account. The largest addition to infcome is in the Miscellaneous 
account and this, as you will have guessed, is due mainly to Motor lnosurance 
business. 

The results of all three sections are satisfactory. In accounts which 
embrace such a variety of risks some sections of course yield better results than 
others. You will have noticed perhaps thet the rates of premium for the lower 
powered motor cars were recently increased, a step which was justified by the 
general experience. It does not, however, affect the Alliance much, as our 
income is not largely derived from that class of business. But, speaking gener- 
ally of this Motor Insurance, whilst of course, like all other classes of insurance 
it needs to be carefully watched and your risks need to be selected with dis- 
crimination, we are satisfied with the results secured in spite of the daily toll of 
accidents of which we read with personal interest. The Trustee Account con- 
tinues to increase in volume. 

There is nothing further in the revenue accounts to which I desire to call 
vour attention, but I should like to mention that the National Boiler Company, 
of Manchester, of which, as you kuow, we hold the majority of the shares, has 
bad another successful year. | 

If vou will now turn tothe Profit and Loss Account, you will see that we 
have transferred to the credit of the account a reserve which we made during 
the war for possible contingencies, and which is no longer required, and that on 
the other hand we have placed to Reserve a sum of £500,000 instead of leaving 
it in the balance to be carried forward, that balance being some £215,000 lesa 
than the amount brought in.

Auntie’s Chat, 


I promised you last week that L would tell you another story of 
Choni the Circle-drawer as recounted in the Talmud. Choni was such 
a pious man and had such wonderful powers that the people used to 
inyoke his assistance whenever they were in any difficulty, and the 
story I am about to tell concerns an occasion when there was a 
terrible drought and the harvest was in peril, 


“THE SON OF GOD'S HOUSE.” 


The greater part of the month of Adar had passed, the Rabbis tell 
us, and no rain had fallen. ‘They sent to Choni the Circle-drawer and 
asked him to pray for rain. He prayed as they requested but no rain 
came _  S5o he drew one of his magical circles and stood in the centre, 
as did (according to rabbinical interpretation) the prophet Habbakuk, 
who said (ii, 1) “I will stand upon my watch and set me upon the 
tower and will watch to see what He will say unto me.” Then Choni 
said to God: “ Lord of the Universe! Thy children have set their 
faces unto me knowing that Lam asason of Thy house. I swear by 
Thy great name that | will vot stir from this place until Thou hast 
mercy on Thy children.” So great was his merit that in answer to his 
plea rain began to trickle down. 


A DOWNPOUR, 


The people looked on in wonder, and they told Choni that they 
were assured that they would not die from the drought but, they said, 
“these few drops of rain will not help us. It seems to us as if they 
have merely fallen to relieve thee of thine oath.” ‘Quite right,” 
Choni replied, “y u will not die.” And he set himself to pray again. 
And he said to God: “Not for rain like this did I ask, but for-raiu 
sufficient to fill the c sterns, ditches and pits.” In answer to this 
further plea the rain came down in torrents, each drop as big as the 
bung of a cask, the Rabbis reckoning that there was not a drop that 
was not equal to a log (three-quarters of a pint). 


THE FLOOD CEASES, 


Again the people marvelled at the power of prayer in the hands of 
this saint, but this downpour was too much. So they said to him “Oh 
Master, we have seen what thou canst accomplish and we know that 
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through thee our lives will be saved, but it seems to us that this rain 
which is descending now is as if it will destroy the world.” Once more 
Choni reassured them, and he prayed agai : “ Not tor rain like this 
did Il ask but for a rain of favour, blessing and good fortune.” And in 
answer to his renewed supplication the rain fell steadily so that the 
people had to desert the streets of Jerusalem and take refuge on the 
Temple mount. Soon enough rain had fallen to answer ali pn eds, and 
onc : again the people approache ! Cheni and said to him: “ As thor 
hast prayed for the rain to fall so pray now that it shall cease.” He 
replied: “I have learned that it i- not meet that one should pray for 
the cossation of too much good, . Nevertheless, bring me a bullock for 
a thanksziving offering.” They brought him a bullock and he laid his 
two hands upon it and exclaimed; “Lord of the Universe! Thy 
people Israel whom Thou didst bring forth out of Egypt are neither 
able to stand too much good nor too much punishment. When Thy 
wrath is upon them they cannot stand it, and now that Thou dost 
lavish goo? upon them they cannot stand it either. May it be Thy 
will that Thy spirit shall come upon the world to give it ease.” Forth- 
with the wind biew, the clouds were seattered, the sun shone, and the 
people were able to go out into the flelds and bring in produc. 


THE FAVOURITE SON. 


The Talmud appends to this narrative a very ch ‘ractcristic passage. 
We are told that one of the le ding cont mporary Rabbis, Simon ben 
Shetach, was somewhat uneasy concerning Choni’s altercation with 
God. The Holy Name might easil. have been profaned by one seek- 
ing thus to alter the divine will. But Choni was so obviously favoured 
by heaven that any rebuke would b outofplace. Choni; he said, was 
just like a spoilt son whose every desire was granted. If he axked for 
bath of wi rm water his father ba‘ hed himin warm water. Ifhe asked 
to be washed in cold water his fathe» washed him in cold. Whatever he 
asked for he received. If he craved nuts he was given nuts; apricots, 
he got apricots ; should he ask for almonds, alm nds were forthcoming: 
and if he desired pom granates the father would give him pome- 
granates. “Tr ly,” he said, “it must have been of one like thee that 
Scripture exclaims (Prov. xxii, 25): ‘ Thy father and thy mother shall 
be glad, aud she that bare thee shall rej ice.’ ”
